1.    INTRODCCTORY. 

In  iigaiii  ])iesontiiig  our  Annual  lleport  we  would 
pivo  thanks  to  <M)d  for  the  manifold  opportunities  we  have 
had  of  sowing  the  seed  of  Divine  truth  and  for  tokens  of 
his  approval.  Tlie  various  chapters  will  j.'ive  the  reader 
a  comprehensive  view  of  the  condition  of  the  work  ia 
its  varied  dei>artment.s  in  our  seven  ce litres  with  their 
outstatioiis. 

\o  snecial  movement  of  any  class  towards  ( 'hristiKuitjr 
lias  been  noticeable,  but  there  is  in  several  districts  an 
increasing  willingness  to  hear  Christian  teaching.  The 
increase  to  the  Christian  ('hur(;li  has  been  chiefly  from 
among  the  orphans.  The  results  of  constant  Scripture 
teaching  are  «een  in  marked  improvement  in  moral  char- 
acter   and  in  the  desire  to  profess  the    Christian  faith. 

Owing  to  retrenchments  there  has  been  no  expansion 
of  work  during  the  year.  In  some  (piarters  there  has  been 
serious  curtailment  and  inability  to  hold  ground  once 
occupied.  It  is  depressing  to  realize  the  crying  needs  of 
the  field  we  have  undertaken  to  evangelize  while  finding 
tlie  Church  failing  to  put  forth  adequate  efforts  to  meet 
them.

Mr.    Wilkie     too,    with    his    wife,    alter   a    period    of 
unseat isfactory  health  has  b»en    invited  to  take  furlough. 

Misses  (.'alder,  Duncan  and  (  Dr.  )  Tnrnbull  have  gone 
on  ordinary  furlough. 

But  over  against  these  reductions  in  our  strength 
ifte  have  to  record  the  return  from  furlough  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  N.  H.  Uuhsell.  ol'^Iiss  (  Dr.  )  McKellar,  and 
of  ^liss  (  Dr.  )  O'Hara  who  took  a  short  furlough  of  eight 
months.  Mrs.  r)uchanan  with  her  children  joinetl  her 
liusltand  who  returned  fnun  furlough  last  year.  Mr>. 
J^edingham.  who  in  the  interests  ol"  the  health  of  her  chihl 
visitt'd  Canada,  also  returned. 

Mr.  I.ediugham  has  been  ai>|Mtinted  to  take  charge  of 
Air.  Wilki.;'s  work  and  the  iJev.  W.  K.  Duthie,  M.  a. 
continues  to  assist  in  the  work  of  the  (.'oUege. 


Mr.  Russell  was  again  placed  in  charge  of  the   verna- 
oular  work  in  Mhow.     Dr.  Smith    writes: — 

We  were  very  pleased  to  welconic  Mr.   N.   H.   Kusscll 
and   family   on    their  arrival  in    Mhow    about   the  end  of 
November.    Tresbyterj'  appointed  Mr.  linssell  to  his  former 
work    and  directed  that  1  should  continue  in  charge  of  the 
Famine  Orphanage  with  my  other  duties.

The  wisdom  of  the  Committee  in  makin-,'  extra 
provision  for  Mhow  was  well  manifested  in  the  verv  heavy 
burden  the  many  duties  entailed  on  these  brethren  and 
1  feel  that   we  owe  them  our  sincere  platitude. 

Very  shortly  after  our  return  wc  were  called  on  to  bid 
farewell  to  Miss  ("alder  who  has  so  faithfully  and  euer^etie- 
ally  served  the  Lord  in  Ariiow  f<u-  the  jiastsix  years.  8|i« 
nasbcen  enalded  to  open  u[)  much  new  w(  rk,  especially  in 
the  villages,  and  has  won  her  way  t(»  the  hearts  of  both 
Kuropean  and  Xative,  Christians  and  non-Christians  as 
was  well  sh()wu  bv  their  sorrow  at  i)artin"'

Speaking  generally  of  his  work  dining 
the  year  Dr.  Smith  says  : 
\Ve  are  very  thankful  to  stave  that  the  general  liealth  ol 
the  staff  at  Mhow  has  been  fair  throiiiihout  the  year. 
During  the  rains  our  whole  faniilv  sulUreil  imieh  from 
fever,  and  as  soon  as  the  rains  eommcn'-ed  my  leg  iiecanie 
very  much  more  troublesome.  Towards  the  oiul  of 
August  we  went  to  Coonoor  where  we  leinained  si\  weeks. 
The  rest  and  change  did  us  all  good  but  I  was  not  loui;  ou 
the  plains  until  my  leg  was  again  about  as  iroublesoine  as 
ever  and  ever  since  I  have  liei'ii  much  hampered  in  my 
M'ork  on  this  account.

Sickness  has  l)een 
rile.  especiiiUv  since  the  nnusuallv  heavv  rainfall  of  hist 
year.  \  number  of  our  workers  were  (piitc  laid  aside  from 
work  for  several  weeks  on  account  of  malaria  and  kindred 
ills,  hut  I  am  thankful  to  be  able  to  report  that  with  tho 
exception  (if  two  infant  children  who  died  dnrin}^  the  year' 
'Mir  little  circle!  is  still  unbroken.  1  was  com]>elled  to 
dismiss  one  of  the  eateehists  from  Mission  en>i>h»y  under 
«;x(;eptionally  painful  cireumstances.  Ihit  the  manifest, 
increase  of  earne>tness  and  laithfidness  on  the  ]»art  of 
>everal  of  the  others  has  been  very  en(ronra<jin,tr. 
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I.  (Jlmn;Ii  wdrk  :  -This  Iius  licoii  oiio  of  the  most 
oiicoiiraL(iri<^  foatiircs  in  tl»o  work  of  tli(!  vear,  Tlioro  iiau 
f)coii  no  (growth  in  immlxTs,  iis  tlnou  left  us  rliiriiij,'  tho 
year,  while  only  two  wore  aiUkul,  one  of  these  on  jirofcK- 
sion  (if  faith.  Hut  there  has  he(!n  n  marked  advanoc 
in  the  s|.intufi,l  life  of  the  people.  This  is  ovidcnt 
in  a  spirit  of  unanimity  and  mutual  hcli»l'ulnes.s 
that  hiis  heel!  very  trratifyin;,'.  Absence  iioni  Sidihath 
scrvn-.es  aiul  the  weekly  prayer-meet in^'<,  etc.,  has 
l)ccn  slifrht  and  infre(|ncnt.  ('hnreh  nienihers  have 
become  inereasin-rly  liberal  in  their  contributions. 
The  greater  number  ^ive  to  the  church  a  full  tenth  of 
their  iiieonie. 

Ourphsafora  buildin.Lr  lias,  we  are  flad  to  report, 
lu'cn  su(:.'cs,-,ful.  Kor  ov.^r  two  years  the  people  havo 
held  a  piece  of  property  in  the  city  pundiased  out  of  their 
own  contributions,  in  the  hope  of  seeing'  it  occui»i(Hl  by  a 
Church  buil(lin;_r.  The  con<rre-ration  of  Knox  Church, 
Calt,  came  treiierously  to  our  aid  a  faw  months  airo,  with 
rhe  promise  of  S.IO  dollars,  all  the  ju-uiey  ne(;ded  for  a 
<-ommodiou8  hall,  which  has  since  iteen  erceted,  and  is 
now  almost  (piite  ready  for  use.  it  will  easily  accuinodato 
•JOO  or  mor(!  people,  and  as  it  o(;cupies  a  most  advan- 
faujeons  position  in  the  city,  wi'  hope  to  find  it  excet'diu/jrly 
useful  in  our  general  evangelistic  work.  Our  people  hero 
have  undertaken  t<i  furnish  it  with  benches   etc. 

-.  Teaching  :  —Five  of  my  workers,  three  eateehists 
and  two  teachers,  accompanied  me  to  .\eeniuch,  where 
-Mr.  Wilson  and  I  spent  twi>  months,  July  and  August,  in 
feaehing  several  of  the  helpers  from  various  stations  of 
the  Mission.  In  addition  to  this,  the  men  here  have 
received  occasional  teaoliing  whenever  ojjportunity  oftcied, 
while  a  class  for  the  special  study  of  the  Sahliath  School 
lesson  has  been  held  every  Saturday  morning.

We 
have  now  a  .strong  and  active  society.  The  meetings 
have  proved  very  heJ])lul,  and  have,  J  believe,  contributrd 
not  a  little  to  spiritual  growth  «.f  the  i)eople,  while 
direct  be)iefit  has  been  found  in  the  increased  ability  for 
speaking  in  j)iiblie  which  marks  the  younger  members, 
and  which  proves  very  valuable  in  ba/ar  and  village  preach- 
ing. The  members  have  also  a  keen  .-sense  of  their  duty 
towards  the  Society,  and  it  is  a  weiglity  reason  that  makes 
any  one's  place  vacant  on  Friday  evening.

There  have  been  not  a  few  clianges  in  our  Native 
Christian  community — many  have  come  and  gone.  Perhapij 
the  most  noticeable  change  however  has  been  the  largo 
increase  to  our  numbers  by  the  presence  of  the  orphan  bovs. 


Regular  services  have  been  faithfully  maintained  and 
the  attendance  has  been  good  Since  my  return,  I  have  taken 
uj)  again  the  duties  of  Pastor,  coming  in  from  the  district 
every  Sunday  to  take  the  services.  The  native  brethren 
have  assisted  at  the  mid-week  meetinjr. 


M.A.V.s, 
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Our  p»!o])Ie  are  I  believe  developiiio-  ju  character  and 
Bpirituality.  The  feeling  of  independence  is  also  growing. 
Some  of  our  Christian  converts  have  never  asked  for  help 
from  the  Mission.  Others  who  have  hoen  in  Mission 
service,  are  now  from  one  cause  or  another  in  other  employ 
— railway,  trade  or  otherwise.  It  is  becoming  more  and 
more  evident  however  that  if  the  Christians  are  to  be 
built  up  in  trades,  the  lead  will  have  to  he  taken  by  the 
mission,  and  thereibre  the  necessity  of  turning  part  of  our 
energy  in  the  direction    of  industrial    training,   especially 


farming. 


I  have  had  hut  three  l)ft.ptisms  since  my  return, 
though  there  are  a  number  of  applicants,  some  of  whom 
will  in  all  probability  soon  be  received. 

The  duty  of  family  worship  has  been  impressed  on 
the  people  and  regular  evening  service  is  held  both  on 
our  compound  and  on  that  connected  witli  the  Mission- 
school

Several  of  the  Mhow  workers  attended  the  Piesby- 
tcry's  Theological  classes  this  year.  We  have  also  had  a 
Teachers'  Bible  class  for  the  study  of  the  lesson  every 
Saturday  morning,  attended  by  hoth  men  and  women. 

The  effects  of  the  out  are  manifested  in  a  considerable 
decrease  in  the  number  of  workers,  which  has  not  only 
changed  our  plans  of  work  but  consideral»ly  increased 
the  direct  burden  upon  the  missionaries.

The  building  fund  of  the  congre- 
gation is  slowly  growing,  but  without  help  it  will  be  a

A  long  illness 
of  ]\[rs.  I).  Isaacs  synchronized  conveniently  with  the  dis- 
allowance of  the  estimates  for  Bible-women's  work. 
Lakshmibai  is  getting  too  old  for  full  work  but  still  does 
some  hours  a  day  on  a  reduced  salary  which  is  otherwise 
provided,  as  is  that  of  Mrs,  Theophilus.  Mr,  Joel  Vincent 
who  joined  me  more  than  a  year  .ago  has  with  my  full 
approval  lately  gone  to  Mr.  Russell  in  Mhow.  I  have  as 
yet  been  disappointed  in  getting  a  satisfactory  man  in  his 
place  and  the  fear  of  exceeding  my  reduced  estimates  has 
made  me  hesitate  about  putting  one  in  IJapu's.  Some 
months  ago  I  secured  in  Mr.  A.  I).  Mahajau  an  assistant 
who  has  been  a  great  help  and  comfort  to  me  .ud  will  I 
hope  become  increasingly  so,  as  his  experience  grow* . 
Ifc  has  relieved  me  from  much  care  of  the  Press  and  much 
proof-reading,  and  Mr,  D.  Isaacs  has  thus  been  set  free  for 
much  more  evangelistic  preaching. 


Oi(t'>itotioiis,  The  work  in  Jaora  and  Khachraod  con- 
tinues much  as  before.  There  have  been  and  are  enquirers 
but  none  as  yet  baptized. 

Jtweracjl    by  myself  has  been  almost  confined  to  the 
out-stations  and  that  of  the   brethren  to    villages  round 
about    these  and  llutlam  and  a  few  larger  places  within 
easy    reach,    in    one   of  which  is   an    apparently    earnest 
enquirer. 

Tract    Distribution    is   kept  up.      Sides    of   l)ooks    are 
extremely  small. 
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Mr,   A\  ilson    says: — 

The  villages  around  Xeeinueh  have  as 
usual  been  regularly  visited,  but  there  is  little  indication 
of  any  movement  towards  Christianity,  Here  and  there 
arc  individuals  who  seem  to  hear  gladly  and  to  acknow- 
ledge the  truth,  Itut  they  are  not  ready  to  face  the 
cnnsefiucuces  of  an  open  profession.  The  villagers  in  Bari 
of  whom  I  had  hopes  last  year  proved  to  be  stony  ground 
hearers,  and  after  a  time  failed  to  attend  the  services  we 
instituted  among  them.  It  would  be  most  desirable  to 
settle  Christian  teachers  and  an  evangelist,  in  different 
districts  to  live  and  labour  among  the  people.  Tlie  paucity 
of  workers  of  the  right  stamp  is  one  difficulty  and  the 
lack  of  funds  is  another.  Preaching  and  visiting  in  the 
bazaar  and  lanes  in  the  Camp  and  in  old  Neemuch  have 
been  carried  on  as  usual  and  the  audiences,  if  not  large, 
have  been  quiet  and  attentive. 

During  the  cool  season  with  two  helpers  T  made  a  tour 
covering  most  of  the  ground  visited  last  year,  in  addition  to 
an  extended  visit  to  Pertabgarh.  This  large  city,  the  capital 
of  a  native  State,  proved  hostile  on  a  previous  visit,  so  wa 
varied  our  plan  of  operations  and  rented  a  small  stall  in 
the  bazar  as  a  bookshop  where  we  spent  the  afternoons  and 
evenings  talking  to  those  who  came,  selling  books  and 
preaching  itc.  We  were  allowed  to  speak  from  our  shop 
front  without  hindrance  or  stormy  opposition. 

In  a  number  of  villages  where  last  year  there  were 
^ome  interested  persons  we  found  disappointing  coolness. 
Manifestly  counteracting  influences  have  been  at  work  in 
the  meantime;  for  those  of  whom  we  had  hope  kept  out  of 
sight,  and  the  rest  of  the  people  professed  to  know 
nothing  of  them.  However  it  was  a  satisfaction  to  find 
that  in  several  places  there  are  those  who  profess  to  hav« 
abandoned  idolatry  and  who  ask  how  they  may  perforni 
the  worship  of  and   rLfuler   service  to  the  unseen    God. 
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In  one  villago  tliore  is  (|uite  a  ferment  over  the  question 
of  idol  worship,  and  T  was  invited  by  the  headman  of  a 
■wealthy  section  of  merchants  to  be  present  on  the  occasion 
of  the  setting;  np  of  an  idol  in  a  new  temple  in  the  village 
with  a  view  to  help  him  and  his  friends  in  the  controversy 
that  won  Id  oecnr. 

Most  of  the  villa<,^es  visited  in  the  cold  weather  tour 
have  the  gospel  preached  in  them  but  once  a  year,  and  it 
is  somethinjjf  to  foel  that  the  darkness  is  becoming  a  little 
less  dense  in  a  small  circle  round  about.  15ut  what  of  the 
Tast  region  })cyond,  where  no  light  has  been  carried  !

Dr.  Woods  writes: — 
The   numerous   Muhullahs     in     I'ljain 
have    bei'n    veirnlarlv    visited    nnd    the 

word  taught.  The  district  inhabited  by  the  Mangs  was 
specially  worked.  Wo  preached  to  them,  talked  with  them, 
praved  for  them  Thev  were  formerlv  instructed  in  the 
teaching  of  Thrist  by  Dr.  Buchanan.  We  were  greatly 
encouraged  by  the  way  in  which  they  listened  and  enquired 
concerning  the  way  of  salvation.  Finally  several  asked  for 
baptism,  but  as  it  was  about  to  be  administered  they  were 
hindered  bv  their  brethren,  who  said  to  us.  "  We  cannot 
allow  these  people  to  come  out  and  accept  Christianity  now. 
We  are  all  willing  to  become  ('hristians,  but  you  must  find 
employment  for  us  all."  This,  we  pointed  out,  was  against 
our  principles.  I  then  decided  to  leave  them  for  a  few 
months.  We  have  again  begun  work  among  them  at 
their  own  reciuest. 

When  they  fully  iinderstand  that  we  will  not  j>rovide 
for   their  future,  they  may,  through  the   working  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  come  out  for  Christ's  sake  alone.

(Christianity.  Our  village  preacliors  >*ay  tlnit  evorywh'^re 
the  merits  of  (!hristianit.y  aire  hcing  discussed. 

ft  is  our  hope  that  by  using  the  (rovernincut  resi  liouaes 
iKihg  the  roads  we  will  be  able  to  keep  up  })reaching 
in  some    of  the  villages,  more   or  loss  throughout  the  year. 

In  Mhow  : — V  great  scarcity  of  workers  forbids  us 
doing  all  we  would  like  but  by  the  voluntary  services  of 
our  school-teachers,  and  using  the  preachers  when  in 
Mhow  we  get  a  good  deal  of  work  done  iri  the  Bazaar  and 
.surrounding  villages.  Our  bazaar  audiences  tire  very 
(piiet  and  attentive. 

Out-Stations  :  — 

Our  staff  at  llurwtii  has  been  reduced  to  one  niau 
I'hondiba,  though  wo  hope  to  .send  him  a  companion  .soon. 
Oiie  man  and  his  wife  arc  I'eported  ready  for  hapti^m. 

At  Parlia  :  — Uughu  and  his  wife  still  hold  the  fora. 
TiiC   heal    man   has    been   very   friendly   to  us.  Highu  it

Jle  holds  an  imi);)rtant  olh'.'B  in  the  Mjliam-dan  State  of 
niiopal  and  will  prebal)ly  be  driven  out  for  his  profession 
of  faith.  His  wife  in  anger  refused  to  hear  about  Jesn* 
and  when  she  learned  he  was  to  be  baptised  went  away 
to  his  mother's  with  their  little  girl.  This  last  ha 
specially  feels  but  felt  he  must  do  wliat  was  right  whi^t- 
ever  the  result  might  bo.

The  people  feel  now 
that  they  area  cioncjni'red  pe(.'[»lo  and  under  I'oreign  jtower.  [ 
do  not  know  that  it  tends  to  create  a  feelinjj;  ofsyn)pathy  for 
tl«e  (Josjiel.  The  Fore"jj[n  power  and  the  Christian  power 
of  the  (I()s[»cl  are  a])t  to  be  looked  upon  as  the  same  thlni:'. 
I'oth  powers  I  belicvo  tend  to  their  truest  liberty  but 
tliey  do  not  nlwRys  noe  this.  In  this  case  it  certainly 
was  true  that  not  resisting  gained  for  us  the  sympathy 
of  a  number  of  the  more  enlightened  ])eople  of  the 
Ticighhorhood.  'J'iie  Oatechist  rented  a  h(»nse  in  the 
district  imder  Uritish  control  and  we  continued  to 
j>ivach  in  tlie  Ps'ative  C-ity  as  usual.

Ho  costs  us  Its.  :5(>  or  y  10  a  mouth  whicdi  is  I'atlier  hi^h 
wa<,9s  liut  he  has  in  the  few  montiis  siiown  his  ability  to 
teach  all  kinds  of  woavini;-  and  at  tlu'  saino  time  ho 
earnestlv  seeks  the  welfare  of  tho  hovs  In  a  short  time 
we  will  see  I'csults  from  tiiis  de])artment  that  wi!I  1  think 
justify  the  somewhat  heavy  exiieuditnic  at  tiu.'    hciiinuinu. 

IJoth  gilds  and  hoys  have  this  vcar given  iiiucli  attention 
to  gardening.  The  boys  were  not  able  to  start  till 
somewhat  late  in  the  season  and  when  thev  siu-ceedcd  in 
I'aising  some  vegetables  some  sacr.'d  liiills  l)i'oke  down  their 
fence  and  helped  themselves  to  [iretty  nmeli  everything; 
they  considered  worth  eating.  The  ixiys  raised  however 
enough  to  supply  themselves  for  alioiit  three  nmnths 
and  had  even  some  to  ■(ell--bef(>re  the  bulls  rliscovered  how 
jrood  they  wei'e.  The  girls  have  been  more  t'ortunate  and 
liave  by  their  continued  industry  I)eeu  alile  lo  raise,  all 
the  vegetables  they  have  leijuired  for  nine  months  now. 

'J'he  Central  India  Kamine  Itelicf  e()nimitti'e  gave 
us  a  further  jonation  of  Jls.  (i;!0  to  be  iiseil  as  we  thought 
best  for  the  iamine  ehildi'eu.  'i'his  with  oth^r  sums 
added  has  emibled  us  to  put  up  a  strong  tenee  of  f)arbcd 
wire  and  to  dee|)en  the  well  so  that  they  have  now  a  good 
sup])ly  of  water.  These  will  enable  the  children  to  wo''k 
their  gardens  with  mort;  hope  iind  success  next  year.

(Irphanagc  Wt>rk.  'I'liis  lias  claimed  a  large  share  o; 
attention.  We  began  the  year  with  nnl.v  ten  children,  live 
l>(>vs  and  five  girls.  Within  a  slmrt  lime  the  number  of  boy.- 
iiicreased  to  ol,  so  that  we  have  had  ."><!  cliildren  fi)r  the 
greater  part  of  the  vear.  I'lie  VicUtria.  Indian  Orphanage 
Society,  of  Winnipeg,  Canada,  who  bad  midertaken  the 
;««|iport  of  chililrcu  here,  sent  out  early  in  the  year  niDuey  U'V 
the  erection  of  a  building  to  lie  used  as  a  living  room,  school 
for  the  children,  and  house  for  the  family  in  chari;«'  of  the 
orphanage.  'I'his  building  was  erected  on  the  ])iece  of  land 
isfranted  for  the  pur[>os<'  by  the  Hliar  State  near  our  own 
bnngulow  eomponml.  Later  various  sn;i!>  of  money  were 
sent  by  the  sanw  Socii'ty  bir  the  maintenanre  of  the  children. 
an  account  of  which  will  be  fonnd  apiieiided.  In  the  year 
just  beginning  we  liope  to  build  dormitories  b)r  the  boys,  a> 
pro{)er  slee{iing  accommodation  is  one  of  the  primary  essentials 
ju  this  work.  For  the  girls  we  have  provided  a  separate 
house  upon  our  own  compound. 

I  am  glad  to  report  a  very  marked  improvement  in  the 
pidldren  even  during  the  short  tinuf  they  have  been  with  us. 
When  they  first  came,  words  would  biil  to  describe  the 
eondition  of  some,  moral  and  jihysical.  It  has  been  a 
constant  struggle  with  sickness,  disease,  and  evil  habits. 
Their  environment  before  coming  to  us  was  ai)parently  of  the 
W(.rst  possible  kind.  Profam'ty  and  thieving  were  among  tli? 
east  of  their    vices.     These  are  now  Jiappily  almost  altogether

J  hope  in  course  of  time  to  have  sulUjient  laud 
under  cultivation  to  provide  for  all  the  ordinary  needs  of  otir 
lorphati  trhildron. 


Tiie  children  do  all  tlieir  own  W()rk,  in   allition  t)    their 
abor  out  of  doors.     Tlii;y  griml  their  grain,  cook  their    foo  I, 
wash  their  own  clothes,  and  are,  in  short,    quite    independent 
of  outside  help  in  the  matter  of  work.

Some  tifteeii 
of  the  hoys  have  heen  leiirnintj;  to  weave  towel>,  and 
jiiarans.  as  well  asdhoties  and  jxig^'eries  for  their  own  wear. 
Two  of  these  hoys  have  made  siieh  ,t;o<id  jn'oi^ress  in 
tliis  depiirtnuMit  that  I  am  now  dis[>ensiiin'  with  tho 
fc-'erviees  of  tiie  weaver  who  h;i-  lieen  teaohin'^  them. 
Sinee  January  L  have  had  four  native  ear[)ot  looms 
Jiiade  and  wo  have  canimonced  to  make  our  Hrst  two  woolen 
rtij^s.  This  is  an  industry  which  iu  time  is  liktdy  to  jj;ivo 
iroc)d  returns.  All  tho  hoys  are  tau;^ht  t»n  the  premises, 
and  each  boy  is  e.vpocted  to  spend  two  hours  in  schoid  every 
day.  Al))ut  ten  i)i>ys  have  heen  workin;;;  at  gardening  and 
lor  about  three  months  two  of  tln-m  have  been  earning 
<iver  two  rupees  a  m  )nth  caeh,  ui  >re  than  surtitiiont  to  kee[) 

them  in  food, 

A  few  of  the  boys  have  spoken  al)oiit  baptism,  l)iit  so 
far  none  have  boon  baptized,  a-;  I  Itjlieve  nothing  is  gained 
by  undue  haste,  and  on  thi<  account  tli  j  natives  in  charge 
liave  b>^en  iiistructisl  to  speak  much  al);jnt  the  fact  of  sin 
and  the  necessity  for  salvation,  as  well  as  aI)out  .losiis  (Christ 
the  only  Saviour  from  sin,  but  to  speak  little  al)oiit  l)aptism. 
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Spoakiuju:  of  this  ugoiicy  Ah".  I''.  H 
Husscll  notes: — Attendiuit'e  fell  off  very 
much  diiriuy  the  j,'ivater  jjart  of  the  }car,  and  is  only  now 
hefiiiininf;'  to  recover  itself.  The  deeroiise  is  dne  apjjaront- 
Iv  to  the  yveater  time  and  attention  that  has  this  year 
been  jjiven  to  the  teaching  of  Scripture,  esj)eoially  the  life 
of  Christ,  which  has  formed  a  tjubjeet  of  daily  teaching, 
'J'he  lessons  made  so  dee])  an  impression  on  the  minds  Oj- 
the  childn  n  that  in  many  ca.«es  they  could  talk  of  nothing 
else  in  theii-  own  homes,  with  the  natural  result  that 
jiarents  awdkc  to  the  thought  of  possiiile  lesults,  and 
forhade  the  children  to  attend  school.  They  sire  beginning 
to  find  however,  that  nowhere  else  do  their  child nn 
make  the  j-iime  ]>rogress  as  in  our  schools,  and  the  tide 
has  turned  again  in  our  favor.

0^ut-«tution '     s<'l'Ool  notwithstanding  its  weak  staff  has 

continued  to  do  fair  work.       Out  of  four 

sent     up     to     the     Middle     School     examination     three 

l»assed.     Much  stress  is   laid    on    Christian  instruction  in 

this  as  in  nil  the  primary'  schools.      During   the  year  the 

life     of    Chiist    iind    portions     of    the       Hindi     Shorter 

Catechism  have  heen  the  subjects    of   study    in    all.     The 

Chart  of  the  life  of  the    Lord   has    been    used    with    very 

gratifying  results.     It  has  enabled  the   teachers    to   give 

instruction  with  fulness  and  in    systematic   order  and  the 

]»upils  to  get  ii  definite  idea  of  the  events  in  the  life  oP  the 

Jiord,  « 

The  Baghana  school  has  held  its  own  and  good  wurk 
has  been  done.  Mrs  Wilson  has  aiven  much  attention  to 
it.  and  a  marked  impression  has  lieen  produced  in  the 
minds  of  several  of  the  larger  boys.  But  it  is  disappointing 
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to  find  that  when  signs  of  a  deepening  interest  in  roligir.n 
arc  maniftsted  by  a  senior  boy  he  is  w  itlidrawn  fn  ni  thr 
school. 

In  Old  Keoniuch  a  small  school  is  tunt-ht  by  a- 
pundit  who  though  not  baptized  proclaims  himsell'  a 
believer.  In  consideration  of  a  small  subsidy  wo  nri; 
permitted  to  give  regular  religious  instruction  to  his 
pupils. 

Out  Stations : — -  Very  satisfactory  work  has  been 
done  in  the  Jawad  school.  In  Scripture  studies  the 
senior  boys  have  memorized  the  whole  of  the  Sei men  on 
the  Mount,  the  thirteci.th  chapter  of  first  C'oriiitliians, 
the  Ten  Commandments,  the  Avholc  of  the  Hindi  Shorter 
Catechism.  Three  of  tlicm  have  signifiid  the  intention 
of  being  ba])tized  on  coming  (if  age.  They  all  regularly 
attend  the  Sabbath  services.  In  the  lower  classes  in  ad- 
dition to  Scripture  a  sim})le  Catechism  is  taught.  At 
the  monthly  services  which  I  conduct  the  larger  boys 
form  the  most  interesting  part  of  the  congregation. 
The  school  at  ]\randsaiir  has  failed  utterly.  I^etrench- 
ments  made  it  necessary  to  dismiss  all  non-Christian 
teachers  with  the  result  that  the  pupils,  with  the  exception 
of  a  very  few,  left  the  school,  and  the  Christian  teachers 
failed  to  re-establish  it  in  any  satisfactory  way.  The  Head 
Master  who  was  a  licensed  preiicher  of  the  Methodist 
Cliurch  is  at  present  imployed  in  bazar  and  village  work.

Mr.  N.H.  Russell  reports  : —  It  was 
in  the  educational  work  that  the  effects 
of  the  cut  were  most  evidenced.  The  branch  schools  were 
cut  oflF  with  the  exception  of  that  in  the  Horse  Lines  which 
is  self  supporting.  With  gnat  difficulty  and  under  a 
decreased  estimate  the  High  School  was  kept  intact  till  my 
return.     The  Presbytery  had  decided  however  that  as  the 
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;_'riint  after  being  so  frc(|uently  urged  bv  tlic  Inspector  bad 
I  teen  persistently   refused  by  thp  Cantonineut  authorities 
the  High  School  classo!*  bo  dosed.     Moreover  it'  was   ira- 
pDSsible  to  carry  on  a  successful  High   .School    on   such   a 
limited  income.     On  the   lirat   of  February   therefore    our 
hchool  was  reduced  to  the  Middle  Standard  and  Mr,  Joel 
Vincent  a  Christian  vuiing  man  who  has   i)oen    with   Dr 
<  "anipl)ell  for  some  time  was  appointed  head  master.    As  a 
tirst  result  of  the  reduction  not  only  did  those  whose  classes 
wore  cut  otf  leave  ns,  but   many  others  on   the  plea   that 
the  school  v  >.s  being  weakened.     1'he  attendance  however 
in  iniproviug  and  ^  hope   we   will  soon    reii;ain  our  former 
average  by  strengthening  the  lower  classes.     The  rate  of 
fees  has  been  increased  during  the  year.     It  is  difficult  to 
•secure  satisfactory  teachers  and  we  still  have  to  employ  a 
number  of  non-Christians.     This  I  hope  we  shall  soon   be 
able  to  correct    altogether.     It    is   our  purpose    that    the 
school  sliould  be  chiefly  used  as  an  institution  for  training 
'»ur  Christian  children. 

]"5raneh  School: — The  Horse  Lines^  school  is  doing  very 
well  at  present.  The  attendance  is  good  and  the  teaching 
(juite  up  to  the  average.  Their  Bible  and  drill  are  very 
good.  This  school  is  self  supporting,  the  grant  covering 
expenses.

Dr.  AVoods  writes  of  this  de- 
partment of  his  work:-^ 
Our  schools  have  been  doing  very  J'cjd  work  during 
the  past  year,  esi)ecially  the  school  for  ^>>hi*a  boys  which 
lias  an  average  attendance  of  seventy-five.  In  this  school 
we  teach  u])  to  the  third  reader  in  English.  The  other 
])riniary  schools  have  also  made  good  progress.  The 
llrahman  primary  school,  although  taught  by  a  heathen^ 
is    well    versed  in    Scripture,  the  Bible  being  taught  by 
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i'hfistian  teai'luTs,  who  go  to  these  schools  I'or  that  pur- 
pose. When  we  cannot  secure  earnest  Christian  teacher* 
wo    art'  obliged    to    employ  the    heathen. 

I  thin;,  the  greatest  drawliack  to  our  ediicatioua? 
Work  is  tlie  ditliiculty  ol'  securing  faithful  Christiaiv 
teachers.

))()rtaut  advance  during  the  ))ast  yeai- 
is  tho  recognition  of  our  Normal  School  by  the  education- 
al Dopartniont  of  the  ('entral  Provinces  and  tlic  sendnig 
up  for  the  first  time  of  stU'lents  for  their  Teachers' 
I'xaminations  ;  seven  for  the  Primary  grade  and  two  for 
the  secondary  grade. 

Tho  importance  of  dovelo])ing  this  department  cannot 
1)0    too  strongly    emphasised.     We    need    in   our  mission 
Trained    Teachers   of  both    sexes  and  in  our  College  both 
<an  be  Trained  together.  A\'e  also  wish  to  have  under  our 
influence    as  many    as   possible  of  the  teachers  of  ('entral 
India.       As    our    Xormal   School   becomes  known  and  the 
value  of  the  certificates    is    recognized  w-  may    reasonably 
expect   a   large    increase    in    the   number  of  students   iii 
this    Uepartment  ;    and    so    an    opportuuity  of  leaveiiiiiir 
with  Christian  trutii  a  large  number  of  those  engaged  intho 
training  of  the  young.     Tiie  fi  eld  is  ours  at   present  as  we 
have    the   only    Xormal  School    in  (.',  I.  but  how  long  this 
may   continue   we   cannot    say  and  so  we  would  like  to  s<'« 
every  encouragement  given  now.     The    Inspector  and  the 
Superintendent  of  the   Xormal   Department    in  the    C,  P. 
both    expressed  themselves  as   agreeably  surprised  at    tlio 
progress  made  and  I  doubt  not  the  results  of  the  examiiH- 
ations   will  also  show  the  excellent    work   done  by    Misses 
Ptolemy  and  White.

The  work  in  Connection  with  the  Association  has  been 
carried  on  along  much  the  same  lines  a?  in  the  previou> 
vear.  It  lins  two  chief  lobjects  (1)  to  bring  non-Chri?tian 
students  into  a  Cliristiiui  iitnios])here  as  a  nu'ans  to  a  know- 
leJge  of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.  (2)  To  build  up  the  lifi- 
of  the  Cliristian  nieniliers.  For  tliis  second  object  a  class  f(iv 
liilile  Study  and  I'niyer  has  l»een  held  regularly  on  Sabbath 
afternoons.  The  (Jospel  of  John  chapters  xii' — xxi  was  taken 
tip  the  lirst  six  tnonths,  A  series  of  subjects  forming  a  course 
of  systematic  theology  wiis  studied  during  the  second  half 
of  the  year.  'I'lie  seni(U'  members  of  the  Associiition  have 
taJcen  these  subjects  in  turn.  A  number  have  expressed 
themselves  as  having  received  much  help  from  this  class. 
With  a  view  to  getting  into  closer  touch  Mith  the  non- 
Cliristian  students,  meetings  liave  been  held  on  Fridiiv  eveti- 
ings.  Some  of  these  have  lieeu  of  a  social  characti'r,  Gami-s 
of  various  kinds  have  been  carried  on  and  then,  to  close  up, 
B  practical  talk  of  l")  to  'J'>  nnnuteshas  been  given.  Some  ol 
these  have  been  very  good  evenings.  We  Inive  besides  this 
Jiad  a  number  of  very  good  addresses  from  such  friends  a- 
ve  could   make  n-m  of. 


Shortly  before  Christmas  we  had  a  series  of  lectures  for 
non-Christians  from  W.  F.  Anderson,  General  Secretary  o, 
4lie   Young    Men's    Christian    Association    for  India.   These 
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l)egan  with  an  attendance  of  125  and  increased  to  225.  The 
addresses  were  a  presentation  of  Jesus  Christ  and  his  claims 
upon  men  and  especially  upon  students.  Some  acknowledged 
Jesus  to  be  the  true  Saviour  but  claimed  that  they  could  In- 
Christians  witlfout  beiiiij  baptized  Thev  were  .lot  readv  for 
tlie  full  surrender.  Tlies.<;  addresses  were  given  in  tiie  evenings. 
Besides  these  we  had  a  meeting  each  njorning  for  Christian> 
at  which  about  oO  were  ju'esent.  The  necessity  for  regular 
prayer  and  liible  study  was  emphasized.  'J'liese  (juiet 
morning  lunns  were  times  of  real  blessing  to  all  of  us. 

We  are  hoping  tiiat  during  this  year  a  ^'oung  Men's 
Cliristian  Association  Travelling  Secretary  lor  thi<  district 
uiay  be  appointed  by  tln^  English  National  Council.  Hi- 
work  would  be  supervising  and  encouraging  work  among 
the  Colleges  and  High  schools.  If  this  appointment  be 
made  it  will  be  a  great  help  in  develoj)ing  this  important 
department  of  the  Church's  work  in  India.

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  we  studied  the  life 
of  Christ,  with  "Stalker"  as  text  book.  The  idea  was  to  get 
an  impression  made  upon  their  minds  of  Christ — the  perfect 
man — the  Son  of  Cod.  Probably  the  most  striking  thing  in 
a  class  of  this  kind  is  the  manifest  working  of  the  Spirit  at 
times  and  on  the  other  hand  the  manifest  resisting  of  tbc 
stndent,  and  at  times  combined  liodv  of  students.  The 
moral  courage  to  accept  the  truth  in  many  cases  seemed  to 
lie?  the  one  thing  lacking.  Mr.  Wilkic  took  this  class 
during  the  second  half  of  the  vear. 

i^tandnvd)'  II  and  III  in  Hindi,  in  the  lliijli  Srhoul. 

My  idea  in  taking  these  two  classes  for  half  an  hour 
each  daily  is  that  every  boy  who  enters  the  School  should 
liave  at  least  one  year  under  my  own  direct  personal  in- 
fluence.    These  boys  are  from  ten  to  fourteen  years  of  age. 
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ff  vou  so"  the  seal  upon  ;soft  wax  the  ini[)n'Ssion  is  left.  I 
want  to  put  the  seal  of  T'lirist  upon  tliose  young  hearts  and 
jiiindis.  it  is  the  character  of  Clirist  we  want  stamped 
upon  the  inner  life  of  the  people  of  this  country.  Both 
the  outward  Btaiup  or  profession  and  the  inner  corres- 
ponding' life  shouhl  no  doubt  lie  found.  You  sometimes 
fiowcver  'j;rt  the  outward  ]trofession  or  stamp  bnt  no  spirit 
witliin  corresponding  t(»  it.  In  other  cases  you  can  not 
^'ot  the  name  ol'  .lesus  stamped  upon  tlie  outside,  there  is 
no  open  ])rofessiou,  hut  there  is  in  some  measure  in  many 
cases  the  inward  reality  corrcs])ondin<jf  to  the  character  of 
.Jesus.  I  hav(!  no  hesitation  at  all  in  saying  that  I  believe 
tiie  Spirit  of  Ciod  has  heeu  using  tlie  truth  taught  to  set  free 
ill  some  measure  from  the  honds  of  narrowness  and  superstition 
and  idolatry.  As  they  learn  to  know  .lesus  tliey  are  learning 
to  kr.ow  the  true  God  and  is  this  not  tiie  end  for  wliicii  Jesns 
came  into  this  workl  ? 

Then  another  tiling  is  that  these  hoys  will  he  going  out 
and  taking  up  work  in  dilTerent  parts  of  the  city.  After 
<nie  year  together  in  the  class  room  we  must  ever  afterwards 
know  one  another.  A  bond  of  sympathy  and  friendship 
<»uglit  surely  to  he  ionned  which  must  he  helpful  to  Christian 
work  in  th(!  future.  Tlie  Gospels  with  .lesus  as  their  centre 
have  been  the  subject  of  our  study.

'Sir.  W'lson   writes   of  Sunday  School 
work  : — 


All  schools  are  taught  on  the  Sabbath  as  Sunday 
Schools  and  elVorts  are  made  to  give  interest  and  attraction 
to  the  work.  Jn  the  .Tawad  school  an  hour  previous  to  tlie 
regular  exercises  is  devoted  to  the  singing  of  hymns,  an 
<>xercise  in  which  the  pupils  take  much  pleasure. 
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Tn  tlio  Anglo- Vcrnaoular  school  singing  is  led  by  one 
oi  the  teachers  with  a  violin.  Illustrated  religious  papers 
and  text  cards  are  used  as  inducements  to  attendance.  Thi;* 
year  the  international  lessons  are  again  used.  A  full  set  of 
the  large  illustrations  of  the  Life  of  our  Lord  for  each  school 
would  he  a  gift  much  appreciated.  Will  not  some  Canadian 
4Sanday  Schools  give  us  their  sots  when  through  with  them  .'

Mr.  F.  11.  Russ.'ll  says:  —  Sabbath 
Schools  : — Owing  to  sickness  and  other 
causes  the  attendance  at  several  of  our  schools  during  tlie  past 
year  has  been  rather  Huctuating,  In  others,  Jiowever,  good 
work  has  been  done,  and  a  distinct  advance  uuide.  'J'here  has 
been  little  if  any  actual  increase  in  numbers. 
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V.     MEDICAL, 

Dr.  Woods  reports  on  his  Medical 
work  as  follows  :  — 
The  medical  work  has  grciitly  increased  during  the 
past  year,  there  being  l6,20r>  treatments.  We  are  here  ai- 
forded  the  grandest  opportunity  of  I'eaching  the  hearts  of 
the  people.  One  tliii'd  of  tJio  patients  treated  were  sufferers 
from  malarial  fever. 

The  in-patients  numbered  47;  uiy  time  is  too  fully  oc- 
cupied to  receive  an'  '^  '^  on  all  those  who  present 
themselves  for  special  .. -.i  .  ■•  Xo  one  however  in  actu- 
al need  was  ever  refused  udmiLiunce. 

I  spent  two  and  a  h.ul  'iths  •  '  Mie  districts,  going 
beyond  my  last  year's  circuit.  Wliilo  oi.  tour  I  treated 
6,805  patients.  As  I  remained  for  sometime  in  each  dis- 
trict I  was  enabled  to  teach  the  patients  daily  as  they 
gathered  for  treatment. 

It  is  the  daily  teaching  that  reaches  the  heart  and  un- 
derstanding of  the  people. 

My  new  assistant  Anand  l^ao  has  proved  himself  wor- 
thy of  confidence,  and  as  he  is  able  to  treat  the  patients 
during  my  absence  he  has  been  a  great  help  to  uie.  Fees 
received   JJs.  424-8-0.

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VI.  INDUSTRIAL  WORK. 

Under  the  head  of  orphanage  an  account  of  the  efforts 
being  made  to  train  the  children  in  various  industries  has 
been  given. 

In  addition  Dr.  Campbell  says: 

Printing  Ilont^c.  Resides  Job-work,  including  Christian 
Endeavour  Topics,  Mission  work  such  as  Reports, 
Registers,  Pay-sheets  &c,  and  Gi/an  Patrila  and  the 
Indian  t^tandavd  of  whose  increasing  usefulness  cheering 
testimonies  reach  us,there  have  been  pr-'iiorl  144,000  pages 
of  Tracts  and  31 6,00t>  pages  of  the  new  and  enlarged  edition 
of  the  Hindi  Hymn-book  prepared  by  Conunittees  of  onr 
own  and  the  Rajputana  (Scotch  U.  P.)  Mission.  This  with 
its  330  hymns  in  good  bold  type  (sewn,  limp  cloth)  is- 
now  ready  for  sale  at  5  annas  a    copy. 

In  fulfilment  of  one  of  our  chief  purposes,  all  employed 
liave  been  Christians  (with  the  one  old  exception)  and  six 
cf  the    orphans  are  learning  either  type  setting  or  binding. 

Reyond  the  orphanage,  my  only  new  work  is  the 
editing  of  tiie  Indian  Standard,  which  the  Associate  Editors 
so  share  that  it  is  not  much  more  strain  than  I  previously 
bore,  especially  as  part  of  what  1  do  for  it  does  also  for  the 
iiy<vn  Patrika  whose  readers  are  mostly  different.  In  fact 
there  is  a  certain  amount  of  })leasure  and  recreation  in  it, 
which  I  cannot  say  for  the  work  of  Manager  of  either  Paper. 
Mr.  D.Isaacs  continues  to  relieve  me  of  most  of  the  burden,

Assistance  was  rendered  by  |Dr.  Smith 
and  the  Wesleyan  (.Miaplaiu  at  Mhow.  At  Rutlam  also 
Sabliath  services  have  been  regidarly  cuuductcd  for  the 
Railway  people.

Dr.  Smith  writes  : — The  usual  serviees 
have  heen  carried  on  throughont  the  year, 
viz.  RihleCIas-?  and  Sunday  School  every  Sabbath  morning,

ing-j  dm-ing  the  week  and  a  social  evening  nearly  every 
'I'hursday  evening.  The  latter  has  been  a  great  help  in 
reaching  non-cluurh-goers.  The  Monday  evening  prayer 
meeting  for  Christians  has  been  most  helpful.  Several  ot 
the  men  have  professed  conversion  during  the  year,  and  a 
numher  of  these  I  am  thankful  to  say  have  shown  by  their 
liv.'s  the  ri'ality  of  the  wmk  o[  the  Holy  Spirit  withla 
them

Under  God,  our  Mission  owes  nmcli  to  the  healing  art 
as  a  pioneer  Missionary  a<icncy  aiuon^'  the  lihils.  We 
have  net  treated  very   larjxc    nnmhcrs,  only    having     Wo'i 

patients  and  ],330  treatments  re(ordetl.  Still  eonhidcring 
the  wav  the  Bhils  are  seattered,  their  timidity  and  the 
fact  that  we  have  been  nuich  of  the  time  tied  lo  one  place,  it 
is  a  fair  beginning,  (There  have  also  been  m;iu  y  treatment.^ 
of  goats,  cows  and  oxen,  and  as  a  yoke  of  oxen  is  often 
the  sum  total  ol' a  Bhil's  wealth  and  the  means  by  which 
he  gets  corn  for  himself  and  family,  care  of  tlie  ox  is  highly 
appreciated  ;  hence  a  little  cnrbolie  and  tar  often  helps 
the  Bhil  to  understand  that  the  aim  of  the  missionary  is  to 
build  up  and  not  to  destroy.)  We  have  had  at  times  waves 
of  contidenee  and  again  all  but  ])anics  a  mong  the  people. 
While   wo    have    taken   care   in  treating    the    ]H'oplo    and 

done  our  best,  still  we  cannot  ascribe  it  to  skill  or 
chance  but  to  the  special  providence  of  God,  that 
during  the  fourteen  months,  so  far  as  we  know,  n(jt 
a  single  patient  under  medical  treatment  has  died. 
Some  were  dangerously  ill  and  we  almost  despaired  of  them. 
One  man,  Gulab,  brought  his  ox  for  treatment  bnt  through 
some  superstitious  dread  refused  to  take  medicine  himself. 
The  ox  got  better  but  the  man  died.  A  stupid  or  malicious 
Hindoo  gave  the  warning,  "Don't  take  the  Sahib's  medicine. 

He    will    give   you  good  medicine  at  first    but  afterwards 

he  will  give  von  bad  medicine  and  kill  vou."  Only  on  seeing 
the   dread  that  spread  suddenly  through  the  neighbourhood 
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Amosu  the  Bhils.

t;i)nfidonco  of  the  people.  One  poor  old  woiaan,  Ditali, 
who  wiis  supposed  to  be  dying,  away  from  lior  home,  was 
brought  to  Aniklmt  in  an  ox-cart  over  al>ouit  twelve  miles 
of  rough  road.  I  was  asked  to  go  and  set;-  lue-r,  and  fonnfli 
her  barely  alive  l)iit  unable  to  speak  or  take  food.  She 
rallied  and  was  about  once  mare.  The  ut^ws  spread.  A 
man  from  the  n(!igbb'>uring  community  came  and  asked  ma 
to  give  his  family  medicine,  lie  did  not  even  think  it 
necessary  lor  nie  to  go  to  his  house,  as  it  had  been  reported 
that  Ditali,  whom  he  knew,  had  been  dead  and  was  ;iliv(i 
u'Min  ;  still  he  was  not  displeased  that  I  did  go. 

The  son  and  heir  of  the   head   man   of    Amkhuib   was 
successfully  treated  for    bite  by   the  deadly  cobra. 

Capt.  ^[o<sc,  a  Christian  officer,  while  out  huutliag  about 
fourteen   miles  distant  sent   in  an  old  man    who  had  been 
mauled  by  a  panther.     Along  with  him  came  quit©  a   num.- 
ber  ()f  friends   tunl  relatives.     All   were  lodged  under   tljKi 
small  dispensary  roof  with  oiu'selvcs,  where  we  already  hud 
ijleven    families  n^prescnted.     After   some  davs  in    closest 
contact  with  us  he  recovered,  not  without  good  results  to  the 
Mission.     Nanku,  another  man  also  mauled   by  a   panther 
was  successfully  treated.     The  result  of  this  was  far-reacli- 
ing  in  connection  with  the  handing  over  oi  the  land.     But 
of  this  as  of  much  else  I  have  not  room  to  write  here. 

It  has  been  a  great  grief  to  find  so  much  leprosy  among 
the  Bhils.  Out  of  i}i)7  patients  oO  were  lepers.  As  the  Bhils 
do  not  cast  out  their  leper  friends,  but  mingle  more  or  loss 
ireely  with  them,  there  is  great  danger  that  this  dread 
dir^ease  will  still  further  spread.  If  one  can  judge  by  Am- 
khut  and  its  neighbourhood,  there  must  be  an  alarming 
amount  of  leprosy  in  the  country.     There  are  a  number  of 
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.i,M-;es  in  each  of  the  communities  witii  wliich  I  am  specially 
uci|uaiute(l.  Tlie  witcli-priest  doctor  <»i'  Amkhut,  wi»o  goosr 
al'out  from  liiil  to  liut  in  liis  l)usiiiL'ss,  and  at  least  two  of 
Iii.s  family,  are  letiers. —  I  have  \vanio>l  fiicuds  of  lepers,  as  I 
had  opjMU'tuuity.  of  tin;  danger.  Cut  s  )tuetiiing  more  should 
be  (loue. 

During  the  iii  iiitlis  of  ,Se[it('iul»er,  Ojtober  and  Xosoiii- 
ber  i»arlicularly,  the  uuilaria  of  this  jungle  is  very  pernicious. 
The  Christian  Catecliists,  (Jar[)eiiters  am!  their  families  were 
simply  prostrate  1  at  tiiat  IImk!  and  arc  slill  alllicted.  I  had 
iuteuilod  spendin'4  a  little  time  out  of  tlu;  junv^le  during 
.  8ept<Mnber  or  O -tobcr  but  was  ituabie  V>  stav  away,  fi-r  on 
being  ai>seiit  only  three  or  four  days  I  found  ou  my  return 
ji  row  of  sick  rangin.;' along  the  verandah.  Xe.\.t  year  afc 
that  season,  I  think  it  m  ly  ite  well  t  >  have  a^  tew  a-<  possi- 
ble of  oiitsidi'  < 'hcistians  in  tiie  niiil  i(uiL;'le.  If  wouieiv  or 
I'liildren  arc  to  Ite  iii  the  Bhil  Mission  it  uiiy  be  necessary 
to  have  a  small  bungalow  built  i'or  the  Missionary  in  soni« 
oilier  part  of  the  13hii  country,  say  .Sirdarpur  tlie  head  cjiuir- 
ters  of  the  IMiil  Agency,  where  he  could  c/irry  ou  bis  work, 
i'or  six  mouths  of  the  year,  less  e>:[)osel  to  malaria.  iJutf 
.Vmkhut  has  sucji  spe-ial  advantages  from  a  Mission  point 
•of  view  that  w  ivk  luist  bj  fully  pressed  here.

Morning,  noon  and  evening  a  piece  ol'  old  rail  hung  n|' 
has  served  af*.  a  bell  to  call  together  to  the  worship  of  tin 
true  God.  During  the  season  <vhen  the  lihils  were  free 
from  their  farm  work  to  join  us  in  building  operations 
(al)out  half  the  year)  we  had  splendid  gatherings  of  fron> 
twenty  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  men  women  and  children. 
Even  during  the  sea:<(.n  when  few  came,  the  sony  ot 
praise  rang  out  in  the  still  evening  hours,  through  tin 
Valleys  and  was  echoed  from  the  hills.  On  the  Lord's  da\ 
generally  a  few  dropped  in  to  the  worship. 

Owing  to  the  suspicious  nature  of  the  Bhils  our  villagv 
evaugeli-ftic  work  has  consisted  rather  cf  talks  by  the 
way  than  the  ordinary  method  of  preaching.  As  one  goe> 
to  visit  the  sick,  to  buy  a  goat  or  to  see  about  building 
material,  he  always  finds  little  groups  that  know  tin 
worldly  business  upon  which  lie  has  come,  and  so  do  not. 
as  they  are  otherwise  so  npt  to,  imagine  that  the  religious 
talk  has  some  mysterious  worldly  gain  for  the    Missionary,

rc])ort  : — We  are  glad  to  he  al)le  to  write 
that  ill  ludove  eity  and  the  siu'roimdiug  district  the 
past  twelve  months  have  been  the  healthiest  we  have 
kuowTi.  Xot  only  have  i)lague  and  eholei-a  not  come  nigh  the 
|)eople,  but  there  has  also  l>,'en  much  less  of  fever.  diarlKU.i, 
and  dysentry,  each  of  which  in  its  season,  and  ot'Lcn  out 
(if  reason,  we  are  a::customed    to  lo<ik    lor   an  e[)!demic  of. 

Jlo^pitdl.  I'litil  this  year  we  have  never  succeeded 
in  getting  mm-e  than  an  occasional  obstetric  case  into 
hospital,  and  the  after-nursing  of  obstetrical  cases  in  their 
homes  has  often  been  far  from  satisfactory. 

Tliio  year  fourteon  womi-n  consented  to  come  in.  Oiio 
«if  these  is  the  daughter-iu-Uiw  v.i  a  w<nn;in  who  for  soma 
years  was  a  calling-woman  for  Miss  Rodgi'r.  Tlu^  mother- 
in-law  would  have  nothing  to  do  with  idolatnuis  rites,  hut 
came  begging  to  have  her  daughter-in-law  taken  in.  l>oth 
women  since  leaving  hospital  come  on  Suiifl  ly  m  )ruiiigs 
to  the  hospital  Sunday  school. 

Of  the  iu-])atients,  liM  were  Hindus.  .">|  Muhainmodaus 
nud  IS  Christians.  A  larger  iiuini)er  of  villagers  have  been 
persuaded  to  come  in  this  year  thun  formerly.  Ouo  of 
these  women  has,  after  a  stay  of  two  months,  gone  back 
to  her  village  declaring  herself  no  longer  a  worshippjr  of 
idols,  but  of  (he  living  (Jod  and    His  Christ. 

/}/.-/)riis<(r/,'>:.  The  dispensary  in  connection  witii  t!»Q 
hospital  has  been  open  every  forenoon,  e.\ce])t  mi  Sumhivs, 
for  four  hours,  and  the  city  dispensary  every  afternoon  for 
trom  two  to  three  hours.  The  attendance  of  out-[iatients  at 
these  two  dispjiisari'js  has  been  som.iwhat  loss  than  laityoar 
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IIovsc    n'yitivfi.     To    tlie    homes   of   tliose    too  ill  to  bo^ 
brought  to  us  and  those  prefenirijx  to  pay  scmething  for 
attendance  in  their  own  homes,  293  visits  liave  been  made. 
Wc  also  visit  as  many  as  possible  of  the   women  who  have 
l>een  in-patients  and  tims  seek    to  continue   the   teaching- 
begun  in  tlie  hosjtital.

charge,  and  it  was    not  thought   w  i.se  to  send    another  to 

Jive  there  alone.     My  cam),  dispensary  servant,   therefore, 

does  tlic  work  of  both  places. 
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Jlovse  rifits — Many  visits  have  as  usual  been  paid  in 
the  homes  both  hero  and  in  the  nei<:hboring  towns,  and 
I  have  had  some  interesting  experiences. 

Tlie    famine    orplians    have    been    a    groat    cliarge 
throughout  the  past  year  as  most  of  the  time  some  of  them 
have  been  seriously  ill,  and  have    noeded  much    care    and 
attention.     Mrs.  James  has  licen  my    invaluable   assistant 
and  has  jjenerallv    throe    times  a  day   uiveu    medicine  to 
between  thirty  and  forty,  and  I  have   been  deeply  touched 
by  the  love  and  tenderness   she  displayed  towards    them. 
Often  the  home  has  been  a  perfect  hospital    without  any 
of  its   advantages   and    appliances.     When  the   girls   had 
got  over  the    direct  effects   of  the   famine,    most  of  them 
were  beoonnng  strong  and  well,  when  they  wore  suddeidy 
attacked   with    acute  rheumatism  witii  alarming;  complica- 
tions, and    for  some  months  needed   constant    attention. 
Miss  Campbell    si)cnt    much  time    among   then)  and,  but 
for  lier  untiring  care,   1  feel  sure  more  would  have  succum- 
bed.    As  it  is,  several  of  the  dear  familiar  faces  are  gone; 
but  we  rejoice  that    they    learned  to   know    and    love  the 
Saviour  and    have  joined   the   ransomed  hosts  above.     The 
others  are  now  rai»idly  improving  and  we  trust    will  sooik 
have  fully  recovered. 

Gladly  did  wo  welcome  Dr.  INIcKellar  back  and  it  is 
with  great  i.leasnrc  that  I  baud  over  to  her  the  medical 
work  hero.

Tliore  are    only  two  of  Ihe  foiinor   ])iipils   iittending  now, 

A  class  of  women  and  large  girls  meets  daily  in  the 
hospitiil.  Soniltai  instructs  them  in  sewing,  knitting 
and  crocheting,  l^ither  the  IJilile  woman  or  mysell"  takes 
their  reading  and  writing.  They  are  making  good  pro- 
iiress  and  are  verv  hatinv. 

Aliss  Sinclair  reports  in  regird  to  the  (UrL-i* 
/I'Hirthii;/  ScIiodI: — I  here  lias  been  a  slight 
increase  in  the  numl)er  of  ])upils  since  the  last  report 
Avas  written.  Some  lew  have  gone  and  more  have  come. 
The  register  at  present  slicws  sixty.four  names,  of  whom  '^^i 
belong  to  the  hoarding  School  ])roper,  ^l*  are  orphans 
und;')  arc  Parsee, girls  who  come  as  day  pupils  for  English. 
There  is  another  interesting  pupil  whose  name  is  not 
entered  in  tlio  register  as  she  comes  out  of  school  hours  and 
is  taught  Kriglisii  l>y  mie  of  the  larger  girls.  She  is  a 
JJeni-lsiaelite  and  lives  with  lier  brother  who  is  in  the 
telegrajth  deiiartmcnt  here.  \  have  visited  th';ir  home — 
such  a  beautifuUv  clean  house  The  brother's  wife  had 
been  taught  some  years  ago  in  the  ]Mi^sion  School  at  Foona 
and  was  delighted  to  sing  with  me  Alarathi  hymns  that  she 
learned  long  ago_  ^Vhere\•er  one  goes  one  finds  those  wiio 
have  been  taught  more  or  less  in  Mission  Schools  or  by 
Zenana,  .Missionaries.  I  am  assured  that  the  work  sa 
])atiently  and  faithfully,  and  often  apparently  fruitlessly, 
done  in  girls  schools  will  one  day  bring  forth  u  magnificent 
harvest 


During  tho  year  we  have  lost  two  of  our  Christian  girl:^, 
but  I  doubt  not  it  was  ''gain"  to  them  both,    I'riscilla,  tho 
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dautihter  of  Clivistiau  parents  in  nutlam,  wasted  witli 
consumption  in  spite  of  all  that  was  ilone  for  her,  8he 
was  a  dear  uirl  and  we  were  all  very  fond  of  her.  She 
went  home  when  the  school  closed  for  the  hot  season 
holidays  and  rapidly  sank.  Her  half-sister  Lois  was  not 
a  stronjr  girl,  but  wo  did  not  realize  that  her  condition 
was  serious.  She  died  suddenly  last  October,  the 
immediate  cause  ju'obably  boin,u'  the  bnrstinjj,'  of  an  abscess 
in  the  livei-

T>»irin.i;'  Aucfust  juid  September  there  was  a  u'reat  deal 
of  fever  amon.u'  the  pirls,  luit  all  this  cold  season  there  has 
been  little  sickness  of  any  sort. 

The  (([jportuno  arrival  (  f  the  Mi^sidU  boxes  a  day  or  two 
before  Christmas  helped  to  make  that  day  a  glad  one. 
The  or[)hans  were  es])ecially  happy  in  the  possession  of 
testaments  an  1  hymn  books.  Twenty  of  each  were  bought 
with  a  donation  of  money  fi'oni  the  ''Purab  kii  Tara" 
(W,  F.  M.  S.  auxiliary)  given  fortius  ])urpose.  They  wen; 
not  enough  to  provide  a  testament  and  a  hymn  book  for 
cacli  girl,  bnt  in  every  case  where  a  choice  was  allowed,  the 
Word  was  pref>;rred  to  the  hymn  book. 

The  school  work  has  gone  on  as  usual.  The  classes  arc 
advancing  and  coming  up  to  a  higher  standard.  Urdu 
has  been  added  to  the  course  o\'  study  so  that  now  there 
are  classes  in  I  and  Tl  standard  I'rdu  and  from  I  to  V  f 
standard  in  both  Hindi  and  I'.nglish.  This  means  a  good  deal 
of  work,  for  we  follow  closely  the  govorument  curricuhun 
and  tlie  teaching  staff  is  small. 

Last  August,  examinations  for  the  teachers  and  Bible 
women  of  the  diiferent  stations  of  the  mission  were  held. 
I'ive  of  the  IJoarding  school  girls  also  went  up  forexann'na- 
tion,  and  having  passed  in  the  course  appointed  for  senior 
grade  primary  teachers,  were  awarded  certificates. 
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Early  in  .)amia.ry  we  Iiad  a  visit  from  Miss  Hill,  Sociretiiry 
^National    <'oiincil,  Y.  W.  C.  A.     The    girls    were  greatly 
pleased   and    eiicoiirugt'd.        Our  V.  W.  C,  A.    dates    back 
nearly  five  yenrs,  and  is  almost  the  oldest  school  Y.W.C.A. 
ill  India, — so  Miss  Hill  told  lis.     The  girls  have  really  been 
•very  faithful  in  conducting  the    meetings   year   after  year 
Occasionally  if  any  friend  is    visiting   us    tlie    girls  get  tlie 
impetus  (jf  an  address  from  an    outsider   but  as   a    rule  the 
officers  conduct  the  meetings  which  are  held  every  Sabbath 
from  12  to  1  p.m.     The  girls  are  just  now  earning    money 
(8  cents)for  tlieir  membership  fee  for  the  current  year.  That 
represents  a  small  fortune   to  many    of  them,  and  various 
are  the  means  employed  to  accumulate  the    re(iuired  sum. 
Some  of  them  are  grinding    wheat   for  the   daily  bread  at 
the  r^jtc  oi  Ijj    cents  for  10  pounds;    some  little  ones  are 
hemming  dusters  ;  some  arc  making  up  a  bit  of  linen  that 
came  out   in  the  mission  box,  into  drawn-work    tray    cloths 
lor     .sale;    others    are     in   like    manner     utilizing    some 
variogHt(!d      crochet     cotton.       The     money  collected    i» 
■entirely    tlu'iv    own,    and     represents    some      little     self 
denial    and    labor.      They    have    sent     this   year  seven- 
teen   rupees   (,s  G)    to    the    lioper    Asylum    at     Sabathii 
near  Simla,  as  that  institution  was  sorely  in  need   of  funds, 
and  the  girls,  on  seeing  an  appeal  for  money,  im  mediately 
voted  tboir  mite  for  that  purpose. 

The  school  organ  which  has  been  in  constant  use  for 
more  than  nine  years,  is  now  nuich  the  worse  for  wear. 
Miss  Chase  who  is  presently  going  home  has  presented 
her  organ  to  us, — a  gift  which  we  highly  appreciated.  She 
has  also  handed  over  to  me  a  number  of  dolls,  patches  etc., 
besides  Us.  6-1-6 — the  amount  scut  her  from  home  for  the 
purchase  of  cloth.

Miss  (irier  writes  : — 

School  Xo.  I.  (Pinjuri  Bakal)  has  had  daring  the 
year  a  slight  increase  in  attendance,  while  the  staff  has 
heen  reduced  hy  one,  Xurihai,  a  Cliristian  teacher  leaving 
to  accompany  her  hnsband  to  another  mission.  The  children 
are  reading  from  the  Hindi  ali)ha()et  up  to  the  4th  book 
vernacular.  Two  girls  who  have  Ijeen  attending  the  school 
for  nearly  four  years  are  just  up  to  the  4tli  book.  Fair 
progress  has  been  made  in  geography  and  aritlunetic  during 
the  year,  and  we  are  encouraged  l)y  linding  the  larger  girls 
much  more  anxious  to  learn,  and  no  attending  more  regularly. 
The  little  girls  come  and  go,  but  of  the  larger  ones,  only  two 
have  left  during  the  year — one  because  she  did  not  get  a 
prize  she  wanted, — the  other  because  she  was  supposed  to 
be  too  big  to  go  to  school. 

We  have  the  scripture  lesson  for  three  (piarters  of  an 
hour  every  day — (iazaribai  taking  up  (ienesis  with  the  big- 
girls,  while  for  the  small  children    > 'Concerning  the  plan  of 
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falvation."   .'i  little    book  comi'oscd   of  paspages  of  Scripture 
only  was  iis-cd.     Besides  tliis  tlie    CNniniaiidnuiit?,  Hymns, 
1111(1  ( ]U'  <  r  two  Ti-alnis  are  t:n!,i;]it,  MJiile  every  WedneMlay 
the  previous  Sunday's  lesson  is  levicwod. 

At  llie  f  liiislmas  examinations  in  Bible  ]<nowlcd.ue 
the  i';irls  gut,  as  bejt  jtri/c  a  Hindi  Testament,  and  I  never 
before  saw  ibcni  H>]']eas((l  or  ]  roiid  of  any  gift.  Siuee 
tlien.  one  girl  \\lio  did  not  reecive  a  prize  lias  bought  a 
Testament  for  herself,  and  a  number  of  tliem  have  bought 
Hymn  Books. 

F(ir  <S7/oo/  i\'«(.  7/(]\Iallarganj)the  repoit  is  not  so  e:ood, 
the  average  attendance  (LT))  being  less  than  last  year.  The 
foolish  stories  that  kept  so  many  away  last  year,  are  still 
rife,  and  though  I  hoiie  to  see  the  day  when  the  peoi>le 
bhall  liuve  got  over  their  fear,  in  tlie  meantime  the  empty 
f-eats  mnst  be  borne  with.  Thn'e  girls  read  the  Hindi 
Feeond  book,  al;out  eight  the  first,  wln'le  the  remainder, 
leing  small  ones,  are  all  at  the  ali'haliet. 

Fair  progress  has  been  made  in  knittirig,  sewing,  read- 
ing and  writing,  arithmetic  not  being  u])  to  the  mark.  The 
Eible  lessons  ai'e  much  the  same  as  those  taught  in  No  J, 
c^eept  that  (Jeriesis  lias  not  yet  been  attempted.  Tlio 
girls  being  nearly  all  of  the  one  caste  (^brass  vessel  makers)* 
when  there  is  a  gala  day  amtirg  them,  the  school  is  almost 
cniptv.  One  yirl  vaIio  cot  a  Testament  at  Christmas  has 
left  to  be  married,  but  savs  she  reads  it  e\  erv  dav. 

Miss  White  reports  : — 

The  Cdvi/i  l<fh(i(ii  noAv  in  its  second  year  has  been 
fairly  well  attended,  and  has  increased  considerably  in 
numbers  within  the  last  few  months. 

The  highest  number  enrolled  lost  year  was  29,  this 
year  the  highest  has  been  48,  with  an  average  attendance 
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of '55.  This  increased  prosperity  is  mainly  due  to  tlie  visit 
of  the  Aj^ent  to  the  (lovcrnor  (ioiural  and  his  wifo  (o  our 
Bchool  in  August.  I  had  asked  ^hs.  Ilayley  to  eouie  as  is 
i»ij;ht  be  helpful,  and  when  her  husband  came  too  it 
rather  surprised  the  folk  in  the  neighborhood.  <Miod  ha» 
come  of  it  for  some  who  woidd  not  r-cnd  their  children  foi* 
fear  of  the  "Divine  Presence"  over  with  us,  sent  them  be- 
cause the  (Queen's  re[)resentativc  was  pleased  to  recognize 
not  oidy  the  Camp  Sfehool,  but  all  our  schools  and 
Institutions  in  the  <'iiy  and  Camp.  The  childreu  have  made 
fair  progress  in  all  tlie  branches  taught — I  arc  just  promo- 
ted to  the  Third  Header — 1)  in  the  Sccoud — !)  in  the  First, 
and  the  remainder  are  in  little  picu  books,  or  reading 
from  charts  and  the  blackboard. 


Sewing  and  knitting  are  taught  twire  a  week,  ^carl'b* 
and  bootees  are  the  spceialitics  in  thr  knitting,  the  pupils 
providing  their  own  wno].  Oiu'  ni'  the  bigger  girls  seems 
likely  tf  make  abusint'>j  of  the  knitting,  for  she  has  knitted 
4"onr  scarfs  of  difTerent  patterns  and  many  colors  and  hung 
them  up  for  sale  in  front  of  hei'  houu'.  She  is  one  of  a  very 
nice  family,  Avho  show  a  great  interest  in  Christian  truth  and 
«re  really  seeking  the  f.iglit.  'i'he  daily  I'.ilile  lessons  are 
ahvajs  given  as  tlie  la.-t  lesson  for  tlie  day,  to  ensure  the 
jircsence  oC  all  late  eiruiers,  for  i>n„rfii>(IHii  is  hard  to 
cultivate  in  our  school  so  far.  An  outline  of  the  Life  of 
Christ  has  heen  taken  up  and  an  intelligent  idea  of  the 
wonderful    story   has  been  grasped. 

Xormal  Truiniivj  Cl<i-'<srs.  ]\Iiss(«s  White  and  Ptolemy 
report : — 

The  work  of  the  normal  training  classes  has  been 
carried  on  throughout  the  year  in  two  main  divisions. — ■ 
'Methods   of     teacliing*     and    'School    management'.     The 
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tml)i<»t;tis  for  tlie  Priiuarv    (iiad*^  Iiave  bt'eii  oiitei'Htl  unite' with 
luore  detail  than  fonucrly. 

'I'lie  points  chieHy  dealt  with  have  >»cg«i  th«  iiiuim 
essi'iitiais — .1  ho  teacher's  (jualifications,  School  wi'\^»ii\za,ium 
and  Discipline,  plans  of  lessons  and  object  twieliiiiif;,  Kiiuler- 
jfartt^n  wdik,  Moral  tiainiiij^^  llegistration  eto.^  a«.  uoqiiired  by 
the  JvlucatioM  Department  which  now  ntrt^giniiX-eH  us  as  a 
(rovcrniiient  Normal  School. — Tn  the  early  jxiirt  ot  the  yeni 
Lectinx'S  were  given  twice  weekly,  but  latterly  these  had  ttt 
be  increased  to  four  and  five  a  week  to  c<A«-r  the  needed 
jjjrouiid  for  the  Examinations.  The  studvuts  liave  proved 
very  attentive  and  willing  and  have  apnli»tl  themselves  with 
zeal  and  apparent  pleasure.  Their  practical  work  has  been 
<M)Couraging  on    the  whole,   sh()wing  that  thoy  realize  thero 

are   right  and  wrong   ways  of  teaching.    Ten  students   wero 
enrolled  for  th(i  two  classes,  hut  one  had  to  return  to   t'eylou 
before  the  term   ended,   a  matter  of  great  I'egret  at  the  timo 
as  he   was   really  one  of  the  most  promising.    However,  he 
was   permitted  to  try  the   corresponding  examination  there 
last  Octolier,  and  we  are  glad  to  report  he  has  passed,  bein^ 
iMie  of  twelve   successful   ones  out  of.tweuty-Kve  candidates 
who  tried.  Six  of  the  Primary  (Jrade  class  tried  the  Govern- 
mout  Examination  here  in  October   but  the  results  are  not 
to  hand  yet.     Two   others,  who  have  passed   the   required 
University  Matriculation  Examination  took  up  the  second- 
ary  Grade   work   including     the   History   of  Education, 
IMiysics,    Drawing    (Freehand,    Model    and   (Geometrical), 
Manual  training,  and  a  more  advanced  and  thorough  study 
of  the  subjects  set  down  for  the   Primary  Grade.   They 
went  up   for  Examination  last   December,  but  as  yet  the 
■result  is  not  known. 

The  work  of  the  Primary  class  just  begun,  is  conducted 
wholly  in  the  Vernacular,  thus  enabling  us  to  reach  out  to 
more  who  need  the  infusion  of  new  ideas  to   allure   others  to 
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"  lni«r|itt'r  wniKls  iiiid  loatl  the  way."  All  hIio  luive  iu.ii  U)  (l«> 
with  Vernacular  scliuitl  work  know  liow  .siully  tiuf  teacljern 
in  tlit'ui  nocil  training,  rvcn  uvnv  so  tiniu  those  wlio  liavo  had 
sonif  trainiir^'  nntl«M' Eniflish  s[H'aking  b'aclicrr!.  All  a]s(»  know 
liowdilVicult  it  is  tobroak  np  the  old,  nieolianical,  laliorious 
and  inisati.st'actory  methods  that  an;  rolics  of  tlic  dark  past, 
a?  one  oltlie  students  of  the  Vernaeidar  chiss  said  the  otlnT 
(hiy,  '"'I'his  class  will  be  of  jnucli  advantage  to  us."  As 
both  girls  and  boys  are  able  t(j  attend,  the  iiitbienee  of  the 
elass  will  be,  we  hope,  a  real  help  to  education  in  Central  India. 

Miss     l*toleniy  writes  : 

As  ^liss  Wliite  has  reported  on  the  Normal  clas- 
W(.irk,  I  will  need  to  report  on  the  work  of  the  Maratlil 
school  only.  In  this  eonneetion  the  past  year  has  been 
a  Tery  jdeasant  and  prosperous  one,  notwithstainling  many 
liindrances,  the  principal  one  being  lack  of  Christ i.iii' 
teachers. 

While  sciiool  was  closed  during  the  hot  season,  the 
teachers  came  to  tlie  bungalow  for  lessons.  We  took  up  the 
work,  prescribed  by  our  ('ouiicil,  for  the  Christian  teachers 
examination,  spending  most  of  the  time  on  the  Life  of 
Christ.  Three  of  thoge  who  attended  the  class  passed  the 
iirst  and  one  of  these  the  second  year's  Examination.  One 
was  a  heathen  teacher  who  h.ad  never  written  on  an  examina- 
tion before. 

'I"'  .IS  a  nice  class  of  large  girls  all  last  year   and 

teachi  iiiem  was  on»  of  the  greatest  pleasures  I  had. 
'I'hey  wcie  so  •  arnest  and  gave  such  intelligent  answers 
to  questions  ;i  the  lessons  taught.  In  September  I 
employed  two  of  tiiese  girls  and  t  women  from  outside 
Hs  pupil-teachers.  They  took  entire  charge  of  the  pri- 
mary   class   during  school-hours  and  received  their   own 
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Ic.'-.soiis  after  tlio  rliildrcii  had  f-'om'  lioim".  This  arraiigi- 
mtiit  provi'il  very  .satisfactory  even  as  a  hc^iniiing  aiul 
with  extra  tniinin^' .some  of  thoso  i;ivls  would  make  hotter 
teachcr«  tliaii  sonic  uf  t'>(>.<<c  now  eiiiphyed. 

The  hxri:pst  attendance  was  in  Septeiiiljer  wlien  the 
avt'iafje  was  107  hdt  for  the  year  tlie  averau'e  is  less 
thai.  100. 

Miss  Chase  writes  :-- 

Mv  report  for  this  year  is.  1  am  sorrv  to  snv,  neccs- 
sarily  a  sluirt  oii'\  on  accitunt  of  illness  froiu  enteric  fever 
BO  Koon  after  returnin.u-  from  the  hills,  I  can  I'cpoi't  only 
ihree  uiontlis'  actnal  work,  dnrinL,^  which  time  I  continued 
to  teach  in  the  ('ulle<:e  and  in  the  .Mullaruiuij  Sunday  school, 
■and  made  fort} -ei;^ht  /.ei.ana  visit--.  After  returniiiu'  from 
tJic  hill.-  I  was  anxious  to  o])en  a  new  school  in  tlie  city, 
Imt  was  strouLily  advised  not  to  do  sd  on  account  of  the 
]trol  ahility  of  one  of  us  lieini:-  reninved  from  Indore  to  till 
ojie  vi  the  vacancies  left  hy  ihnse  Lioinu'  home.  Miss 
01i\er  very  kindly  helped  me  hy  suLi-L'ostiuu'  that  I  miudit 
get  more  zenana  jmpils  hy  cominu'  and  tr.ikiuu'  to  the  out- 
patients any  morninu'  as  they  waited  for  their  medicines. 
Twelve  vi>its  had  iteeii  made  and  four  or  live  calls  to 
zeuaiia  work  hesides  had  cuiue  Irom  the  college  befoi-c  the 
ISeemiK'h  Council  meeting:',  Imt  after  that  the  fever  ciuuiug 
«ii  made  it  im[)ossil)le  for  me  to  do  anytliiui;'  outside  of  the 
<7i»lloge  work.  .\t  the  end  of  Octolter  I  uas  ahic  to  jjct 
away  tci  Coonoor,  and  .Miss  lM<demy  kindly  went  A^itli  me. 
The  tirsi  day  of  oiu'  arrival  however  shu  went  to  hkI  with 
lever  which  provi-d  to  he  enteric,  aufl  at  <  hrislmas  had  a, 
rehij)se  which  kept  her  in  hed  nearly  a  month  lon;j;cr,  so 
tliat  now,  thouyh  with  extreme  regret,  we  are  both  ohliyed 
t(»  leave  our  work  in  India  to  regain  strength  in  our  own 
couiitrv  and  climate. 
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Miss  Leydon  writes; — /ii'znur  School,

they  are  aecpiiring  a  knowledge  of  tlic    j'lnglish  language^ 
Tiioy  can  repeat  the  titles,  golden  texts,  and  the  substance 
of  every  Sunday  s(diool  lesson   during   the  ])ast  year,    am} 
besides  this  they  know  many  portions  of  Scripture  and  eaik 
.sing  many  oT  oui-   l)eautiful   liyinns.       'IMiis  work    has    nit 
been  carried  on    without  opposition.     Many  times    1  Iiavo 
been  asked  to  diseontii'.ue  th<^  teaching  of  anyllii:ig  wlieroifi 
the  name  of  Christ  .lesus  ap[)e,irs,  fuiling  which  tlie  parents 
said  they  must  take  their  children  from  the  .Mission  School. 
,\t'ter    thesi'    I'equests     f  have    visited    the    liomes  of    tl-o- 
children  and   explained  that    while    our   schools  furnish  a. 
means  to  advance  education  among  the   children  of    fndiiv, 
};et  that  is  by  no  means  the  main  reason  of  cMir  wi)rk  here, 
but  far  aI»ove  all  other  reasons  is  the  desire  iind  determina- 
tion to  do  all  we  can  to  revcd   ('hi'ist  .lesus  in  all   I  lis  iuve 
and  purity  to   those  who    know  Jlim  not.     l''tir    some  time 
the  work  has  i)ecn  Lining  on  nicelv  without  any  visible  siga 
of  o[)position  ;  but  only  a  few  weeks  ago  i'our  of  my  bright- 
ost  and    most  ho[)ei'ul  ])upils  can»e  to  me  and  told  me  that 

their  pai'ents  insist  on  their  leavnig  the  Mission  School  at 
once,  and  in  future  they  sball  attend  the  convent.  Tlu-y 
also  sitid  that  the  nuns  ("there  ;ire  thirteen)  are  \  isitinj' 
the  houKis  and  telling  the  parents  that  in  the  Mission 
School  the  children  are  forced  to  become  <'lii'istians,  but  iu 
the  eonvout  religion  is  never  tauglit.  I  believe  the  gotxt 
Seed  lias  b"(.m  sown  in  these  young  hearts  and  that  it  shall

toCln-istiaiiity. 

I  have  this  week  secnred  a  Christian    (iujarati  woman, 
who  will  work  in  the  Parsce  homes. 

{!))  Hindi  departmei'r.  In  this  department  T  have 
eight  teachers.  Two  years  ago  we  had  only  one  Christian 
teacher  in  this  seliool  bnt  to-day  there  is  only  one  heathen- 
teacher.  'J'he  attendance  dnring  the  year  has  been  very 
jrood.  The  iJible  lesson  has  been  carefully  and  prayerfnlly 
tanjilit  everv  dav  This  with  the  dailv  contact  with  the 
native  Christian  teachers  ninst  have  an  inlhienee  for  good 
in  the  hearts  of  these  little  ones,  (^)nitc  a  nnniber  of  the 
girls  have  lately  been  married  and  coi.se(|nently  have  left 
school  but  those  who  remain  in  the  vicinity  of  Mhow  will 
be  regnlarly  visited  and  the  work  liegnn  in  the  schools  will 
be  carried  on. 

(I'in/li/iiini — This  school.  which  is  under  t\\c 
charge  of  !in  earnest  Christian  teaeher,  has  done  satis- 
factory work  tl'is  year.  The  attendance  has  been  good 
and  they  inive  >hown  much  more  interest  in  the  Bible 
lessdns  than  last  yeai'.  As  the  people  are  very  ])oor  the 
larger  children  ha\e  logo  and  work  in  the  fields  for  several 
n'ontlis  in  tiio  veav.  Some  of  them  returned  to  school  and 
have  forgotten  neaily  eveiythhig  they  learned  with  tin* 
except iun  of  tiie  native  hyiinis.  I  asked  them  why  they 
could  rciiieniber  ti.e  hymns  but  forgot  evei-ything  else  ? 
They  told  nie  that  while  they  work  togethi'r  in  the 
fields  they  sing  the  hymns  they  have  learned  at 
school.

cloHod    foi'   the  [last  two  months  for   the  lack  of  a  teacher. 
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I  Imvc  several  times  in  conipanv  with  tlie  liible 
woman  visited  another  \illa<,'e  two  miles  from  Mhow  wheri; 
the  pcopK-  wish  us  to  open  a  school.  In  fact  wo  are  wel- 
comed in  all  these  viljay-e.s 


Mijjs  Duncan  reports  : — 

1  he  Lhitiiiitr  .Schonl  has  un(ler<;oiu'  ni» 
ohanjjfe  throtighont  the  year  except  in  the  ]jersoniiel  of  thft 
pupils,  some  of  whom  have  <;one  from  us  and  we  see  (licir 
faces  no  more  except  on  special  occasions,  while  others  have 
come  in  to  fill  their  places.  Tiiosc  Icsn  int;-  us  have  done 
so  for  many  reasons,  chief  among  tlicm  heinu-  tiiose  i,avei> 
by  the  people  of  old  who  were  invited  to  tiu;  weddinji-feast 
— the  farm,  the  merchandise,  the  jnarriage.  The  children 
who  have  come  in  are  not  less  diligent  or  loss  interested  than 
those  just  mentioned,  so  the  circle  of  intliieuce  exer(!ised  hv- 
the  school  is  ever  widening  and  the  seed  is  being  scattered, 
.«own  here  a  little  and  there  a  liKle.  As  \et  we  know  not 
wliicii  shall  prftsper.  this  or  that,  but  we  shall  know  here- 
after. Fewer  have  been  coming  lately  fi-om  the  Cbamar 
Moiiidlah  than  fornicriy.  and  nnn'e  from  <Iwalt()la  village  and 
otiier  (pnirters  near.  These  lU'W  boys  are  of  a  higher  enste. 
and  on  th(>  wdu)le  more  dilig-nt  in  their  studies  anrl  easier 
to  teai'h,  r  have  taught  the  Ihlde  lesson  (o  the  l)oys'  class 
almost  diiily  throuiihout  the  \('ar,  takini-'  them  several  times 

througli  the  life  of  Chi'lst.  according  to  tl rder  given  in 

the  Blakeslee  besson  Course,  whirh  iiududes  eveiy  incident 
of  that  wonderful  life  as  recorded  in  the  foni'  go>iirls,  It 
has  been  a  most  interesting  task  li>  me  and  ha.-  been 
enjoyed  seemingly  hy  the  childn'u  alsiK 

'J'he  Cilji  i^ilinnl  has  been  the  lea.-t  pruspd'ons  of  my 
four  schools  during  the  ytiar  as  the  iricgulai'  atteiidaiu'e 
«>f  the  liirls  has  greatly  interlered  with  llieir  progre.-s  in 
their  >tudies  and  the  (|Uality  of  the  work  dniic_  'j'he  situation 
<if  tile  building  has  a  great  deal  to   do    with  the    diflienltv  we 
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oxiK'rit'iu'c  in  keeping  up  this  si-houl,  jis  it  is  in  aii-of-thc-wtit 
way  I'liici',  iiud  nuiny  <>i'  tlic  i-liildron  who  formerly  attended 
ail'  not  ullowed  to  cunu'  iliniiii.'|j  the  liazaar  wliicli  separates 
a  liiv^e  part  of  the  town  from  it.  1  have  also,  of  iieeessity, 
l»een  unahle  to  .spend  nuich  time  in  iiiis  school  of  late. 

f'(ni)/)  Si/idol  X(i.  ■)  has  been  held  in  the  same  plaee 
as  last  vcar  with  Hehocca  as  teacher.  It  has  decreased  in 
niimhers  a  little  but  the  thirty  children  who  have  been 
regnlarly  attending-,  have  ail  made  very  satisfactory 
protrress.  I'»eing  sole  teacher  there  for  two  months  lately 
wiicn  l!,el)i'cca  was  doing  village  work  I  have  become  deep- 
ly attached  to  the  children  and  they  have  l»cconie  so  fear- 
less with  me  tiiat  they  will  now  tt^ll  nic  all  their  joys  and 
.sorrows  knowing  that  T  will  In-  interested.  The  people 
living  nuiud  about,  liavi' also  got  into  the  habit  of  dropping 
in  for  a  half  hour  or  so,  to  listen  to  the  Hiblc  lessons  or 
the  hymns,  and  ihe\  invariably  tell  me  of  all  that  seriously 
Concerns  them.  Wlien  tiie  woman  who  iiv(.'d  next  door 
died  a  few  days  igo  1  felt  that  I  hail  indeed  lost  a  friend, 
one  whom  I  would  sorclv  miss  In  this  wav  1  feel  that  [ 
liave  g(jt  much  ncan^r  to  the  pe<j[)le's  hearts  of  late  and  I 
trust  that  they  have  liecn  drawn  nearer  to  our  loving 
Savioui- also.  The  largest  class  has  been  my  special  field  of 
Jjiblc  instruction  tlu-oughoiit  the  year,  and  the  cliildren  have 
travclleij  with  nn-  in  thought  over  all  the  scenes  of  Palestine, 
lisb-ning  to  the  words  of  llini  who  spake  as  never  man 
sjiake  and  s.-.-ing  His  miracles  of  love  and  mercy.  They 
havf  stood  witli  the  crowd  by  the  Saviour's  cross  on  CJalvary, 
Inive  been  deeply  alTected  by  his  sori'ows  and  rejoiced  when 
the  grave  c mid  hold  Jlim  no  longer  and  when  He  asccndofl 
to  his  Father's  home  on  high,  One  girl  has  given  special 
indications  lately  of  a  saving  i'aith  in  Christ  and  I  trust 
that  in  the  future  the  seed  which  has  seemingly  taken  root 
in  her  heart  may  not  lie  ujirooted.     Tiiese  larger  girls  have 
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read    from  tlioir  Rihles   the  whole  of  the  lour  ( Josp.l.   and 
•arc    now  studying    the    Acts    oi    the  Apostle,    as  one  of 
their  readino-  lessons. 

The  Jawn,l  .rhool  ha.  had  its  ups  and  downs  also 
throug-hout  the  your,  son.e  children  coming  a,.d  some 
go.no._tl,e  out-going  ones  often  leaving  a  gap  for  a  time 
which  seemed  hard  to  till.  The  tearhers  are  verv  faithful 
and  the  Ihhle  lessons  are  well  taught.  The  writing  and 
the  .ew.ng  oi'  those  children  are  especially  good.  M\^^ 
Bayly  v.sits  the  school  almost  daily  s.>  1  have  n<.t  needed  to 
go  to  It  more  than  ai)oiit  once  a  month. 

Miss  Camphell   writes:-  The    average    attendance  oi* 
^umhers   J    „,,,    .Can,,   .rko,,.    ,l,,vs    a  slight    decrease 
trmn  last  year  hut  the  interest    and    enthusiasm   has    heeu 
sustained.     During  the   months  of  August  and  S.-iemher 
there  was  a  large  inHu.v  of  pupils  in  Xo.  2.  hat  thev    went 
Jxway    to  the    grass    cutting  and  did  not    return    to  their 
I'omes  till  after  the  wheat  harvest.     Meantime  their  inter- 
est m  school   had    watied  and   we  have    not    heen    al)le    to 
gather  n.any„f  them  in   again.      There   is    nothin-  new   to 
ivport   iu  eiiher  methods  or  results.     The    same   round    of 
daily    tasks,    hymns,     catediism,   verses  and    \>,\\A^   lessons 
has  been  followed  this  y.ar  us  last.     The    puinis    t.o  are 
almost  the  same,  larger  grown    however,   more    tlinugi.tfnl, 
more  advanced.     We  always  meet    with    a  resp  .uso^rom 
tVie  girls  that  keeps  us  from  being    discourage<l.

every  spare  minute  is  devoted  to  tl 


lem  often    to  the    ue"- 
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loct  of  other  tilings.  As  a  result  ten  have  reached  the 
third  reader,  eighteen  the  second,  and  six  are  yet  in  the 
first.  The  bahies  and  one  girl  who  has  had  bad  eyes  from 
infancy  do  not  study. 

They  still  love  their  own  y)eople,  their  village  homes, 
and  the  simple  lives  they  led  there  bnt  they  can  appreci- 
ate too  the  larger  and  the  better  things  they  are  receiv- 
ing with  us.  One  day  thoy  were  overheard  talking  over 
the  change  that  had  come  into  their  lives,  their  studies 
and  their  work.  One  little  girl  said  '•!  neve;;  before  wore 
any  thing  but  rags."  Anothei-,  "[  never  before  knew 
what  punishment  meant.  I  used  to  run  away  from  my 
mother  when  she  was  going  to  beat  nic.  Now  we  also  are 
]>unished  l)ut  we  know  that  we  should  suH'er  it  in  order 
to  be  made  stronger  and  better.'' 

The  industrial  work  comes  on  slowly.  The  severe 
illness  ol'  some  of  the  girls  caused  for  some  mouths  extra 
work  to  fall  on  those  who  were  well  and  too  there  arc  so 
many  little  ones  whose  food  and  clothing  must  be  nuidc 
by  the  larger  girls  that  the  time  given  to  w(trk  fur  sale 
is  necessnrilv  short.     Thev  have  therefore  not  done  much

tent. All  are  glowing  phvsicallv,  montallv  and  spiiiluallv 
Seven  have  received  baiitism.  The  names  of  two  were  at 
tlieir  own  re([uest  c'jiangcd  as  they  liad  names  of  heathen 
gods  Kveii  the  tiuv  ones  being  sathercil  in  bol'nve  thev 
Icarni'd  to  know  evil  now  lisp  the  Savior's  name.  Their 
sweet  little  voices  in  the  early  morning  before  they  are  al- 
lowed to  rise  from  their  beds  arc  lifted  in  their  favourite 
song  of  praise  "fiCt  us  with  a  gladsome  mind  ()raise  the  \,oy(\ 
for  He  is  kind".  How  kind  they  do  not  yet  realize  r.or 
from  what  a    life    H(!    has    rescued   them.

and  And'. — Two  hindrances  liave    rendered 
^'iir  woik  in  Uie  caste  girls'  .ediools  nio.^t  diflicnlt    during  tlio 
}ia.-t  y«!ir.      These  ate  tlie    t'aihire    to   dl.tiiin    gcxnl    teachers 
and  the  influence  of    the    State    school.     If  the   lives  of  the' 
teaclier.s  are  not  consistent  their  work  among  tlie  people  will 
he    fruitless    if    not   distinctly    linitfiil.     His    Highness  the 
Mahar.'jja  visited  the  State  .school  during  his  stay  in   Ujjain, 
when  he  distiihuted    some  Bs.  1,000  worth  of    clothes  and 
.iewelry.     1'his,  with   special    indncdnents  given   during  the 
year,  has  drawn  away  our  girls.     One  of  our  calling   women 
was  engaged  to  work  in  this  school    and  she  too   left   taking 
Jier   girls    with    her.     We   were    unahle    to    secure   a  good 
teacher  for  Sub/imandi  and  as  m.-my  of  the   girls    had    gone 
to  the  State  school,  the  remainder  were  taken  to   Kote  and  a 
new  school    opened  in  a  mohalla  some  distance    away.     JMiss 
Weir  has  lately  taken  charge  of  it.     We  had  a  daily  attend- 
ance in  Kote  of  sixty  pupils,  hut  after  \\u-  Maharaja's   visit 
it  was  reduced  to  twenty-seven   in    a    few    days.     We  had  a 
good  class  of  girls    reading    in  tiie    third    and  fourth    hooks^ 
and  Pilgrim's  Progress  and  studying  giammar,    geography, 
and  arithmetic.     They  went  through  the  Life  of  Christ  and 
part  of  the  Old  Testament  Histoiy.     Oiu-  schools    have  not 
heen    without   good    results.     The    Maharaja   said    on   the 
<)ccasu»n  of  his  visit  to  the  State  school,  that  the    Inspector 
<«eneral  had  no*^  heeii  aide  to  obtain  as  good    res\ilts    in    any 
girls'  school  in  the  State  as  he  had    done    in    I'ijain.     This- 
ve  consider  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  our  schools  had  already 
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overcome  some  of  the  prejudices  of  th"  people  aguinst 
sondiiii?  tlu'ii-  girls  to  school,  and  that  tlicir  best  pupils  liail 
Ikh'u  taujiht  liy  us.  But  for  the  present  at  least  it  does 
not  seem  wise  to  spend  much  time  in  caste  jjfirls  schools, 
especially  as  there  is  much  otlier  work  that  should  lie 
done. 

Man<j  srliiKtl, — 'I'iie  word  Mang  means  to  ask  and  the  ])eopItf 
in  this  mohalia  became  so  unreasonable  in  their  asking  that 
we  resolved,  after  earet'nl  consideration,  to  close  the  school 
for  a  tini(\  There  has  been  much  work  done  among  titese 
])eop]e  for  the  past  seven  or  eight  years.  Xotwitlistandiug 
all  the  instruction  they  have  received  they  still  seem  to 
think  that  the  kingdom  of  Cdd  consists  in  eating  and 
drinking.  ^Ve  wished  them  to  prize  education  and 
religious  instruction  for  their  own  sake  and  thought 
they  would  the  mon;  readily  do  so  were  tliey  withdrawn 
from  them  for  a  while.  It  was  explained  ti>  the  parents 
that  tlie  school  would  be  re-opened  so  soon  as  they  werc- 
Avilling     to     send     their    children    under   new    C()nditions, 

namely,  no  ealling  woman  would  again  bii  em[)loycd,  and 
the  ehildren  niu>t  attend  of  their  own  accord  and  at  the 
l)ro]»er  time.  In  a  short  time  they  came  reciuesting  us  to 
return,  and  the  school  is  now  going  on  as  usual.  Our  aim 
here  is  to  enable  the  young  in  this  niohulla  to  at  least 
read,  that  they  may  bo  able  to  read  the  Word  for  them- 
selves. A  IJible  is  given  to  every  child  >vho  has  learned  to 
read  it,  and  the  Scripture  is  being  faithfully  taught.  With 
the  firm  belief  that  His  Word  will  not  return  to  Him  void, 
and  that  it  is  not  when  the  battle  is  easy  that  He  gives 
the  victory,  we  go  on  steadily  with  this  work. 

Schnitl  for  the  hlind^ — Not  including  the  blind  from  the 

-city  the  number  of  orp'ians  has  now  reached  eleven.  Three 

of  these  are  from  the  Friends'  Mission  in  the  Central  Provin- 
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C5CS,  two  from  the  orplianuse  in  Puitlam,  one  from  Dliar,  and 
one  from  Indore.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to  receive 
five  more  Avhich  will  be  almost  as  many  as  wc  can  ac- 
commodate until  wcsecnre  larger  (inartcrs.  This  is  the  only 
school  for  the  blind  in  Central  India,  and  we  hope  soon  to 
be  able  to  gather  in  as  many  of  these  afflicted  children  as 
will  come  to  ns.  Left  as  they  are  many  of  them  would  not 
only  live  the  most  wretched  of  lives  as  beggars,  but  would 
inevitably  fall  int(.  vicious  ways.  Wo  can  save  them  from 
much  suffering  and  wickedness,  and  open  to  them  a 
new  world  in  which  they  may  have  the  pleasure  of 
gaining  knowledge,  and  many  of  them  may  become 
useful  workers.  Already  we  can  say  "See  what  (!od 
liath  wrought.'"  Xearly  all  the  children  have  made 
marked  progress  daring  tiie  year.  When  first  they  caiiu!  to 
us  they  were  very  liel]»]oss  and  it  required  much  patient 
labor  before  they  could  even  dress  themselves  aloU(\ 
Now  both  boys  and  girls  do  their  own  grinding,  conking 
smd  other  work,  indeed  the  girls  will  soon  lie  (piite  good 
housekeepers.  We  are  now  using  clu'cL-s  on  our  doors  wiiieh 
the  boys  have  made.  The  s])litting  and  pre])arii!g  of  the 
cane  is  very  difficult  for  them,  liut  they  arc  ovorcoiuing  all 
obstacles  by  their  perseverance.  They  are  bright,  active 
and  industrious.  In  their  studies  they  have  ruucle  even 
more  progress.  Seven  (if  the  whole  number  can  read  i|Mite 
well,  while  the  remainder  have  nuastercd  the  alphaliet  and 
•  have  begun  to  rea<l.  A  gieat  hindrance  at  this  stage  is 
this,  we  have  no  primei's  and  they  nuist  begin  at  once  to 
read  the  Bible,  Onr  appliances  are  still  UTisatisfactory. 
A  few  majswith  the  mountains  and  some  of  the  countries 
raised  Lave  lately  been  secured,  Ihit  we  trust  that  beforo 
another  year  we  may  have  many  needed  helps.  If  it  be  true 
tjiat  the  success  of  teaching  depends  not  only  on  the 
amount  of  knowledge  gained,  but  on  the  thirst  for  know- 
ledge inKtilled  into  the  pupils,  thtn  the  instiuction  of  these 
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blind  children  has  been  eminently  siici^essfiil.  They  ar« 
ever  wishing  to  leura  soniothing  new.  The  city  boys  wero 
delighted  to  have  Pilgrim's  Progress  to  read  and  wero  much 
interested  in  it.  One  of  them  lives  with  his  grand-mother* 
and  three  months  ago,  they  went  to  visit  his  father  who 
lives  in  a  distant  town.  Wo  regretted  the  fact  that  he 
would  be  away  from  all  Christian  influence,  bnt  trust  he  may 
be  the  bearer  of  tlie  (Jood  News  to  his  own  family.  Tlie 
instiuction  of  these  children  has  ever  been  a  pleasure, 
and  a  more  inspiring  and  encouraging  work  it  wjuM  be 
ditficnlt  to  find.  Seven  of  them  have  given  evidence  of 
having  received  the  new  heart  and  have  been  baptized. 

In  North  India  the  blind  who  have  been  trained  do 
good  work  a:i  citechists,  Bible  Readers  in  dispensaries,  and 
teachers  in  zenanas.  We  expect  that  some  of  our  children 
may  become  useful  in  the  same  way. 

Miss  Weir  reports  : — 

Low  vtiste  sf'JiDol  : — Daring  the  last  year  a  school  was 
'Opened  in  a  low  caste  m  diuUa  and  has  encountered  the 
tisual  difficulties  attendant  on  opening  new  work.  At  first 
we  could  get  no  building,  so  had  our  school  under  a  tree. 
This  continued  until  a  wet  day  made  it  impossible  for  us  to 
remain  outside.  Tiien  a  family  agreed  to  vacate  their  house 
during  the  day  and  allow  us  the  use  of  it.  Shortly  after 
ithat  we  were  offered  another  house  which  we  rented  and 
now  we  could  get  two  or  three  buildings  did  we  need  them. 
The  ciiildren  attended  the  school  well  until  a  Brahman 
visited  the  people,  telling  them  the  usual  stories  as  to  our 
object  in  working  among  them.  For  a  time  very  few  boys 
and  girls  came  and  w'e  noticed  a  great  change  as  we  went 
among  the  women.  However  that  has  passed  and  they  are 
uow  very  friendly  again.  The  children  in  this  school  are 
vvory  fond  of  singing  and   are  so   quick   to    leani   a   new

hymn.  A  class  of  the  h'lrger  hoys  have  made  the  most 
progress  in  the  lJil)lo  lessons.  One  oi  the  hriyhtost  of 
these  i»  a  hlind  hoy  whom  we  have  not  yet  succeeded  in 
persuading  to  attend  Miss  JamicsoTrs  school  lor  the  blind. 
Our  great  drawhack  is  the  lack  „f  an  earnest  Christian 
teacher.  For  some  time  we  have  had  no  teacher  of  any 
kind  as  we  felt  that  more  harm  than  good  would  he  done 
by  one  whose  example  we  would  not  wish  the  children  to 
follow  as  well  as  precept,  W(^  Jiad  to  close  the  school  for 
some  weeks,  when  most  of  the  children  went  with  their 
parents  to  the  jungle  to  cut  grass.  AVe  hope  now  to  be 
able  to  carry  it  on  more  regularly. 

/h'f/am/nira  :— During  the  year  Miss  Jamieson  opened  a 
school  in  Begampura  district  but  licing  compelled  to  dis- 
miss the  teacher  employed  and  as  we  were  now  doing  our 
school  work  single-handed,  I  have  relieved  her  of  it.  The 
attendance  at  this  school  has  been  fluctuating,  and  th  e 
results  therefore  not  as  encouraging  as  we  would  like. 
The  majority  of  the  parents  refuse  to  allow  their  children 
to  remain  long  in  a  school  where  a  Bible  lesson  etc.  is  given 
every  day.
